In  presenting  the  foregoing  estimate  to  the  Town,  it  should 
be  remarked,  that  the  sums  therein  specified  are  intended  to 
cover  only  such  outlays  as  are  already  authorized  or  contem- 
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plated  by  the  Town.  It  is  believed  that  a grant  of  $40,000 
will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  tbe  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Town  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  leave  a considerable  surplus 
to  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  Town  Debt.  Should  the 
Town,  however,  deem  it  expedient  to  carry  out  the  several 
objects  proposed  in  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Meeting, 
special  grants  for  these  purposes  will,  of  course,  be  required. 

Although  the  actual  debt  of  the  Town  is  now  less  than  it 
was  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  yet  the  amount  of  loans  for 
different  purposes,  varies  so  much  in  the  course  of  the  year, 
that  it  will  not  be  expedient  to  reduce  the  appropriation  for 
interest.  We  accordingly  recommend  the  same  sum  for  this 
purpose  as  was  granted  last  year. 

The  change  which  has  been  made  in  the  school-year,  re- 
quiring the  closing  of  the  School  Terms,  and  the  making  up  of 
the  accounts  of  this  department  before  the  Annual  Meeting, 
has  this  year  involved  the  payment  of  some  bills,  which  wrould 
otherwise  have  appeared  in  the  accounts  for  the  following 
year.  This  has  increased  the  amount  paid  out  during  the  last 
year  considerably  beyond  the  appropriation.  But  as  the 
actual  expense  of  the  schools  has  not  been  materially  in- 
creased, and  there  is  still  an  unexpended  balance  of  former 
appropriations,  amounting  to  about  $3,500,  we  think  it  will 
be  safe  to  reduce  the  grant  for  schools  to  $12,000  for  the  en- 
suing year.  As  the  balance  now  on  hand  will  thus  be  used 
up  during  the  year,  a larger  grant  will,  of  course,  be  required 
hereafter.

Public  instruction  is  a subject  of  such  paramount  importance, 
constituting,  as  it  does,  an  essential  element  of  the  material  pros- 
perity and  happiness  of  the  people,  that  we  cannot  do  less 
than  to  commend  it  to  your  most  serious  consideration.  The 
Board  would  gladly  enlarge  upon  this  subject ; but,  the 
schools  having  been  placed,  by  the  Town,  in  the  hands  of  an 
intelligent  Superintending  Committee,  who  are  presumed  to 
be  thoroughly  conversant  with  their  condition,  and  fully 
competent  to  suggest  improvements,  and  remedy  defects, 
either  in  the  system,  or  in  its  operation,  if  any  are  found  to 
exist,  we  content  ourselves  with  respectfully  referring  the 
Town  to  the  able  Report  of  their  Committee,  which,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  new  arrangement,  accompanies  the  Auditor’s 
Report. 

The  item  of  Incidentals  for  Schools  is  intended  to  meet 
the  ordinary  incidental  expenses  for  the  year,  and  the  out- 
lays for  repairs  on  schoolhouses,  the  rent  and  fitting  up  of 
additional  rooms,  and  such  alterations  in  existing  accommo- 
dations, as  the  increasing  number  of  scholars  may  render 
necessary 

The  expense  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  past,  has 
fallen  a little  below  the  estimate ; but  the  wants  of  the  de- 
partment for  the  ensuing  year  will  not  admit  of  any  reduc- 
tion in  the  appropriation.  The  efficiency  of  this  department 
has  been  well  sustained  by  its  officers  and  members  during 
the  past  year,  although,  thanks  to  a kind  Providence,  they  have 
not  been  called  into  active  service  so  frequently  as  usual. 

The  actual  expense  of  the  Almshouse  for  the  past  year  has 
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been  about  $200  less  than  it  was  for  the  preceding  year  ; but, 
as  the  expenses  of  this  department  are  subject  to  contin- 
gencies which  cannot  be  foreseen,  we  recommend  that  the 
appropriation  should  not  be  reduced.  The  affairs  of  this 
department  have  been  administered  by  the  Warden  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  views  of  the  Board,  as  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  and  with  such  satisfactory  results  to  the  Town,  that  we 
have  secured  his  services  for  the  ensuing  year,  at  an  increased 
salary. 

The  outlays  on  new  roads  has  largely  exceeded  the  esti- 
mate for  the  year.  This  has  resulted  mainly  from  the  subse- 
quent appropriation  by  the  Town  of  a large  sum  for  roads, 
which  were  not  included  in  the  Annual  Estimate.  There  are 
two  new  roads  to  be  built  during  the  coming  year  ; one  laid 
out  by  the  County  Commissioners,  from  Newton  Corner  to 
Brighton,  and  a Town-way  from  West  Newton  to  Newton- 
ville,  known  as  Otis  street.  We  think  that  an  appropria- 
tion of  $1,500  will  meet  all  the  wants  of  this  department  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

For  highways,  etc.,  we  recommend  the  same  appropriation 
as  was  made  last  year.  In  regard  to  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  this  department,  the  Board  have  nothing  to  add  to 
their  remarks  in  last  year’s  report.  It  is  believed  that  the 
Town  is  perfectly  competent  to  judge  of  the  working  of  the 
system,  from  the  actual  condition  in  which  the  roads  have 
been  kept  during  the  past  year.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Town  has  frequently  authorized  outlays  in  this  department. 
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for  which  no  provision  was  made  in  the  Annual  Estimate,  as 
during  the  last  year,  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  gravel, 
which  amounted  to  $1,700  ; and  about  $1,500  for  culverts,  at 
Newton  Corner  and  West  Newton,  (not  including  the  lower- 
ing of  the  culvert  under  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Railroad, 
at  Newton  Corner,  which  is,  by  agreement  between  the  Town 
and  the  Corporation,  to  be  done  during  the  coming  year,  the 
Town  to  pay  one-half  the  expense,)  the  Board  have  thought 
proper  to  recommend  an  appropriation  for  highway  inciden- 
tals, which  is  intended  to  cover  such  additional  outlays.  In 
regard  to  the  purchase  of  land  for  gravel,  it  is  well  to  observe, 
that,  although  it  has  increased  the  actual  outlay  for  the  year, 
this  expense  may  be  at  any  time  reimbursed  to  the  Town,  by 
the  sale  of  the  land,  after  the  gravel  shall  have  been  removed. 

The  appropriation  for  Burial  Grounds  is  intended  to  cover 
the  ordinary  outlays  for  this  purpose,  and  the  sum  necessary 
for  the  completion  of  the  New  Tomb  in  the  Grove  Hill 
Cemetery.  Should  the  Town  authorize  further  outlays,  the 
appropriation  must,  of  course,  be  increased. 

In  regard  to  the  reduction  of  the  Town  debt,  the  Board 
would  respectfully  refer  to  the  views  expressed  in  their  last 
Annual  Report  to  the  Town.  It  appears  by  the  Auditor’s 
Report,  that  the  debt  has  been  somewhat  reduced  during  the 
past  year,  but  not  to  the  extent  which  we  had  confidently 
anticipated.  This  is  to  be  attributed  almost  entirely  to  the 
fact  already  alluded  to,  — that,  after  the  Board  have  made  and 
presented  their  Annual  Estimate  of  the  wants  of  the  several

departments,  according  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and 

judgment,  the  Town,  at  subsequent  meetings,  (which  have, 

✓ 

too  often,  been  but  thinly  attended),  has  authorized  outlays 
of  indefinite  amounts,  to  such  an  extent  as  to  completely 
absorb  the  sum  intended  to  be  reserved  for  the  reduction  of 
the  debt. 

A careful  examination  of  the  Report  of  the  Auditors,  which 
is  drawn  up  in  an  admirably  clear  and  concise  style,  will  en- 
able each  voter  to  act  understanding^  upon  the  subjects  pre- 
sented to  his  consideration.  In  calling  attention  to  these  sub- 
jects, the  Board  are  simply  desirous  of  discharging  their 
whole  duty  to  the  Town,  feeling  well  assured  that  all  the 
varied  interests  of  the  Town  may  be  safely  committed  to  the 
hands  of  its  citizens.

The  number  of  deaths  in  Newton  has  been  large  the  past  year;  in  fact 
larger  than  ever  before,  I believe  ; — certainly  larger  than  in  any  year  for  14 
years  back  ; but  the  number  may  not  have  been  relatively  larger  than  before, 
as  our  population  is  rapidly  increasing.  Over  60  years  of  age,  28  persons  have 
died  the  past  year ; and  28  under  5 years  of  age.  There  has  been  no  prevail- 
ing disease  among  us,  excepting  the  scarlet  fever,  which  carried  off  12  of  our 
children.  The  number  of  deaths  by  consumption  has  usually  been  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  whole  ; the  past  year  but  14  ; a favorable  change  in  the  leading 
disease  of  New  England.  The  favorable  result  of  the  change  from  thin  to 
thick  soles  on  the  boots  and  shoes  for  our  females,  is  already  visible.  Should 
the  recent  fashion  of  thin  soles  again  be  attempted,  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  ladies 
of  Newton  will  stand  firm  on  their  thick  soles.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


FOR  THE 

GOVERNMENT  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


ls£.  No  final  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  person 
moving  the  same  shall  have  made  a declaration  of  his  inten- 
tion to  do  so  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  and  shall  have  been 
one  of  the  majority,  acting  thereon  ; and  no  article  in  any 
warrant  shall  be  again  taken  into  consideration,  after  it  has 
been  disposed  of,  unless  ordered  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  voters  present. 

2d.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  upon  any 
question,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  meeting,  except 
for  the  correction  of  an  error,  or  to  make  an  explanation; 
and  not  until  others  who  have  not  spoken  upon  the  question, 
shall  speak,  if  they  desire  it. 

Sd.  All  motions  submitted  for  consideration  of  the  Town, 
shall  be  in  writing,  if  so  required  by  the  presiding  officer,  or 
by  the  meeting. 

4:fh.  Every  person  speaking  shall  address  the  chair,  stand- 
ing and  uncovered. 

5 th.  No  vote  fixing  the  period  for  closing  a ballot  shall  be 
considered  after  such  ballot  shall  have  commenced ; but  it 
may  be  in  order  to  extend  the  period  without  such  recon- 
sideration. 

6th.  Committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  meeting,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a.  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  voters  present ; and  in  nominations  at  large, 
no  person  shall  nominate  more  than  one  member  of  such 
committee. 

7th.  All  motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the 
table,  to  take  any  article  from  its  regular  order,  or  to  change 
the  order  of  business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8 ch.  The  duties  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  determined 
by  the  code  of  Rules  governing  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  this  Commonwealth,  so  far  as 
they  are  adapted  to  the  condition  and  powers  of  the  Town. 


BY-LAWS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

Art.  1.  The  assessment  of  all  taxes  shall  be  completed 
and  a list  of  the  same  delivered  to  the  Collector  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year. 

Art.  2.  The  appointed  time  for  collecting  poll  taxes  of 
persons  having  no  other  tax,  shall  be  from  the  20th  to  the 
31st  of  July,  and  all  other  taxes  from  the  10th  to  the  20th 
of  November  of  each  year. 

Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector,  during  each 
of  said  periods,  to  appoint  at  least  eight  different  times  and 
places  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  when  and  where  he  will 
meet  the  inhabitants  and  receive  their  taxes ; and  he  shall, 
immediately  after  receiving  the  tax-list  from  the  assessors, 
make  out  the  tax-bills,  and  send  the  same  to  each  of  said 
inhabitants  and  each  non-resident,  as  he  can  find,  with  a 
notice  thereon  of  said  times  and  places,  and  the  penalties  of 
non-payment  of  said  taxes  ; and  the  town  shall  furnish  printed 
blanks  for  the  use  of  said  Collector. 

Art.  4.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  said 
payment  of  taxes,  the  Collector  shall  issue  a summons  to  all 
delinquents,  and  if  any  taxes  remain  unpaid  more  than  ten 
davs  after  the  service  of  said  summons,  the  Collector  shall 
immediately  proceed  to  collect  the  same  with  legal  fees 
therefor. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  Town  meeting  on  the  report 
of  any  Committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
specially  notified  in  the  warrant  for  calling  said  meeting. 

PASTURING  OF  CATTLE  OR  OTHER  ANIMALS  IN  STREETS  AND 

WAYS. 

No  person  shall  pasture  cattle  or  other  animals  in  or  upon 
any  of  the  streets  or  ways  in  the  Town  of  N ewton,  either  with 
or  without  a keeper,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  offence ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Select- 
men to  prosecute  every  violation  of  this  By-Law  ; and  all  fines 
or  penalties  collected  for  such  offences,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Town.

There  having  been  a very  great  change  in  the  population  of 
Newton,  since  the  first  donation  of  the  above  fund,  and  fre- 
quent inquiries  having  been  made,  as  to  its  origin,  conditions, 
etc.,  your  Auditors,  believing  that  it  would  be  interesting  and 
beneficial  to  our  present  inhabitants,  to  know  something  of  its 
history,  have  thought  it  best  to  publish  such  letters  and  ex- 
tracts of  the  same,  and  votes  of  the  Town,  as  have  a special 
bearing  upon  the  objects  and  conditions  of  said  fund : 

“ Newton,  January  3,  1825. 

“ At  a regular  meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  the  following  communi- 
cation was  laid  before  them : ” 
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“Newton,  December  16,  1824. 

“ Impressed  with  the  utility  and  importance  of  laying  the  founda- 
tion of  a permanent  fund,  from  which  may  be  annually  drawn  some 
aid  and  relief  for  certain  descriptions  of  the  poor  of  my  native  town 
of  Newton,  through  all  future  generations,  I am  disposed  to  make 
the  following  proposals  : 

“ 1st.  To  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  of  Newton,  as  Trus- 
tees, the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  by  them  let  at  lawful 
interest,  secured  by  mortgages  on  real  estate,  of  at  least  three  times 
the  value  of  the  sums  loaned. 

“ 2d.  That  the  annual  interest  of  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  pro- 
posed sum,  be  distributed  from  year  to  year,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Trustees,  toward  assisting  and  relieving  the  needy  and  industrious 
poor  of  Newton,  especially  widows  and  orphans,  none  of  whom  have 
fallen  under  the  immediate  care  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

“ 3d.  That  the  annual  interest  arising  from  the  remainder  of  the 
donation  be  added  to  the  principal  and  carefully  kept,  interest  on  in- 
terest. until  the  whole  sum  amounts  to  three  thousand  dollars,  which 
with  due  care  will  be  effected  within  twenty-eight  years ; after  which 
I direct  that  the  whole  Fund  be  loaned  at  an  interest  of  five  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  that  the  annual  income  be  distributed  in  manner,  and 
to  the  descriptions  of  poor  before  mentioned,  forever,  or  through  all 
succeeding  generations. 

“ 4th,  With  a view  of  promoting  the  future  prosperity  of  Newton, 
and  from  a full  persuasion  that  where  industry,  temperance,  honesty, 
and  punctuality  prevail,  there  will  be  but  few  paupers,  I further 
direct  that  the  fund  be  loaned  in  moderate  sums,  not  exceeding  $300, 
to  any  one  person,  and  for  terms  of  time  not  exceeding  five  years ; 
that  the  several  sums  be  collected  when  due  and  re-loaned  to  others, 
a preference  being  always  given  to  applications  of  married  young 
men  from  twenty-three  to  thirty  years  old,  of  temperate  and  industri- 
ous habits,  and  distinguished  for  honesty  and  punctuality  in  their 
dealings. 

“ If  the  Town  of  Newton  vote  to  accept  the  proposed  donation,  and 
constitute  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  their  successors  in  office,  per- 
manent Trustees,  with  special  instructions  faithfully  to  manage  and 
apply  the  fund,  in  exact  accordance  with  the  foregoing  directions, 
and  apparent  intentions  of  the  donor,  then,  if  my  life  continues,  I will 
endeavor  to  pay  over  the  sum  proposed,  within  six  months  after  the 
Town’s  vote  of  acceptance  and  appointment  of  Trustees. 

“John  Kenrick. 


“ Selectmen  of  Newton.” 
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“ After  hearing  the  foregoing  proposition,  it  was  unanimously 

“ Voted , That  the  Town  accept  the  noble  benefaction  now  offered 
by  John  Kenrick,  Esq.,  with  a full  determination  to  conform  to  all 
the  conditions  with  which  he  has  seen  fit  to  accompany  the  same. 

“ Voted , That  this  donation  be  denominated  the  Kenrick  Fund. 

“ Voted , That  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  their  successors  in  of- 
fice, be  hereby  appointed  permanent  Trustees,  to  manage  and  apply 
the  said  fund,  according  to  all  the  conditions  accompanying  the  same. 

“ Voted , That  the  Selectmen  be  a Committee  to  wait  on  John  Ken- 
rick, Esq.,  and  present  him  the  thanks  of  the  Town  for  his  truly  noble 
benefaction.” 


[Extract  from  the  Donor’s  Letter  to  the  Trustees,  of  January  12, 1825.] 

“ Tell  the  good  people  of  Newton,  that  so  long  as  they  desire  to 
secure  the  benefits  intended,  so  long  I expect  they  will  appoint  Trus- 
tees of  integrity  and  discernment;  good  men,  who  are  in  the  habit  of 
managing  their  own  affairs  with  wisdom  and  prudence ; for  it  will  be 
unreasonable  to  expect,  of  any  men,  that  they  will  manage  the  con- 
cerns of  others  better  than  they  do  their  own.” 


[Extract  from  the  Donor’s  Letter  of  April  30, 1825.] 

“ Notwithstanding  the  free  and  liberal  patronage  of  others  is  to  be 
hoped  for,  I am  unwilling  that  this  fund  should  finally,  on  any  ac- 
count, fail  of  amounting  to  $4,000,  so  as  when  on  interest  at  five  per 
cent.,  it  may  yield  two  hundred  dollars  for  annual  distribution ; and 
having  never  failed  in  any  instance  of  being  seasonably  and  amply 
“recompensed  on  the  earth,”  for  the  exercise  of  disinterested  benev- 
olence towards  the  poor  and  needy,  the  oppressed  and  the  afflicted, 
I have,  without  fear  of  losing,  transmitted  a check  for  the  further 
sum  of  $200,  to  be  added  to  the  accumulating  part  of  the  donation, 
and  managed  with  it  until  the  whole  amounts  to  $4,000,  instead  of 
the  $3,000,  as  first  proposed. 

“I  wish  for  no  variation  from  the  original  plan  of  distribution,  nor 
of  management,  excepting  as  follows  : As  the  additional  part  of  the 
fund  increases,  it  may  be  loaned,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees,  in 
any  sums  not  exceeding  $500  to  any  one  person.” 


[Extract  from  the  Donor’s  Letter  of  August  5, 1826.] 

“ I herewith  transmit  a check  for  the  further  sum  of  $200,  to  be 
added  to  the  fund  for  assisting  and  relieving  the  industrious  poor  of 
Newton  ; and  direct,  that  after  making  the  second  yearly  dividend  of 
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$80,  the  sum  of  $40  be  annually  distributed,  until  the  fund  amounts 
to  the  $4000,  proposed  in  my  letter  of  April  30th,  1825.  If  there 
is  a continuance  of  the  same  honorable  and  faithful  management  the 
Trustees  have  hitherto  exhibited,  the  fund  will  be  completed  in  a little 
more  than  twenty-two  years,  after  which  they  will  be  enabled  to  make 
their  loans  at  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  commence  their  yearly 
distribution  of  $200.  When  this  fund  is  once  completed,  it  must 
never  be  diminished ; and  if  ever,  by  accident  or  mismanagement^ 
any  part  of  it  be  lost,  I do  hereby  expressly  enjoin,  that  the  interest 
arising  from  the  remainder  be  added  to  the  principal  until  the  defi- 
ciency be  made  good. 


[Extract  from  the  Donor’s  Letter  of  Jan.  11, 1830.] 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Newton,  as  Trustees  of  the  Poor's  Fund. 

“ Gentlemen : — I congratulate  you  on  the  agreeable  prospect  open- 
ing before  us,  that  the  reign  of  temperance  in  Newton  will  have  a 
speedy  and  salutary  influence  in  meliorating  the  condition  of  the 
inhabitants,  and  also  in  essentially  diminishing  pauperism  among 
succeeding  generations.  I have  recently  learned,  however,  with 
more  regret  than  surprise,  that  our  present  number  of  needy  poor  is 
much  greater  than  I had  before  apprehended.  I have,  therefore,  for 
the  special  purpose  of  enlarging  the  means  of  granting  that  relief 
which  humanity  dictates,  transmitted  a check  for  the  further  sum  of 
three  hundred  dollars  to  be  added  to  what  you  call  the  “ Kenrick 
Fund,"  and  direct  that  in  future  the  Trustees  annually  distribute  the 
sum  of  sixty  dollars,  until  the  fund  of  $4,000  is  complete,  which, 
with  careful  management,  will  be  effected  within  eighteen  or  nineteen 
years. 

“ As  the  Town  has  repeatedly  and  handsomely  signified  their  great- 
ful sense  of  my  regard  for  their  poor,  I will  freely  excuse  them  from 
any  other  notice  of  this  gratuity  than  simply  passing  such  a vote  as 
they  may  deem  indispensible  for  its  preservation. 

“ I am,  gentlemen,  respectfully  yours, 

“John  Kenrick.” 


It  appears  by  the  records  that  the  Kenrick  Fund  had  reach- 
ed the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  January  1,  1851,  since 
which  time  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  has  been  annually 
distributed  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  very 
worthy  donor. 
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The  whole  amount  distributed  since  the  commencement  of 
the  fund  is  $2,720. 

The  present  condition  of  the  fund  shows  that  the  Select- 
men, as  Trustees,  have  ever  been  faithful  to  the  very  pleasant 
trust  imposed  upon  them. 


Your  Auditors  find  that  the  Accounts  of  the  Selectmen  and 
Treasurer  are  correct,  and  well  vouched.  And  they  are 
pleased  to  say,  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  finances  of  the  Town 
have  been  judiciously  managed. 

And  it  is  gratifying  to  them  to  he  able  to  say,  that  in  the 
construction  of  new  roads,  employment  has  been  given  to 
many  of  our  citizens,  which,  in  the  present  state  of  affairs,  has 
been  of  great  benefit  to  them.

In  presenting  the  above  estimate  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Town,  the  Board  deem  it  proper  to  state,  at  the  outset,  that 
the  various  amounts  are  based  upon  the  presumption  that  the 
most  rigid  economy,  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town,  will  be  practised  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs  for 
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the  ensuing  year.  Upon  this  presumption,  we  think  that  a 
reduction  of  $5,000  from  the  grant  of  last  year,  for  Town 
expenses,  ought  to  be  made,  feeling  well  assured  that  the 
taxes  incident  to  the  war  now  raging  in  our  country  will 
bear  heavily  upon  the  people. 

We  recommend  no  appropriation  for  the  reduction  of  the 
Town  Debt,  as  under  existing  circumstances  it  must  of  neces- 
sity be  increased  rather  than  diminished.  This,  however, 
need  occasion  no  serious  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  any, 
while  the  estimated  value  of  the  Town  property  exceeds  its 
liabilities  by  more  than  $55,000.  An  appropriation  of  $3,300 
we  think  will  meet  the  interest  of  the  debt  for  the  year. 

The  balance  of  former  appropriations  for  Schools  having 
been  nearly  exhausted,  it  will  be  necessary,  in  accordance 
with  the  intimation  in  our  Report  for  last  year,  to  increase 
the  appropriation  for  this  object  to  the  sum  of  $15,000. 

Feeling  confident  that  the  subject  of  Public  Education  will 
not  be  neglected  by  the  Town,  and  that  due  consideration 
will  be  given  to  the  wants  of  that  department,  we  do  not  pro- 
pose to  make  any  extended  remarks  upon  the  subject,  but  leave 
it  with  the  School  Committee,  to  whom  it  properly  belongs, 
and  whose  Report  is  now  in  the  hands  of  all  our  citizens. 
We  now  enjoy  a high  reputation  for  the  excellence  of  our 
Schools,  and  the  Town  has  always  been  liberal  in  its  provi- 
sions for  their  support.  Our  expenditures  for  Schools  are 
large  and  constantly  increasing ; and,  while  our  citizens 
cheerfully  contribute  to  their  maintenance,  they  reasonably 
expect  them  to  be  of  an  elevated  character,  creditable  to  the 
Town,  and  equal  to  the  wants  of  an  enlightened  age  and 
people.  We  cannot  dismiss  this  subject  without  expressing 
our  gratification  at  the  complete  success  of  the  High  School, 
as  evinced  at  its  recent  examination. 
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The  incidental  expenses  of  the  Schools  were  largely  in  ex- 
cess of  the  appropriation  during  the  past  year  ; but  we  are 
informed  by  the  Committee  that  they  may  be  kept,  for  the 
ensuing  year,  within  the  sum  named  in  the  estimate. 

It  is  a matter  of  congratulation,  that  during  the  past  year, 
our  ever  ready  and  efficient  Fire  Department  has  been  so 
seldom  called  out.  The  department  is  in  excellent  condition, 
and  under  the  direction  of  an  able  corps  of  Engineers.  The 
houses  are  well  furnished,  the  engines  and  apparatus  are  in 
good  order,  and  the  men  always  ready,  when  occasion  calls, 
to  perform  cheerfully  their  hazardous  duties.  This  depart- 
ment is  sustained  at  a considerable  expense,  but  aside  from  its 
absolute  necessity,  the  sense  of  security  it  affords  to  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Town  will  fully  compensate  its  cost.  The 
ordinary  outlays  of  the  department  have  been  kept  within  the 
appropriation  for  the  past  year.  But  the  construction  of  one 
large  reservoir  at  Newton  Centre,  and  six  others  of  a smaller 
size  at  Newton  Corner  and  West  Newton,  at  an  expense  of 
over  $600,  and  the  special  appropriation  of  $500  for  new 
hose,  have  caused  the  total  expenses  to  exceed  the  estimate 
for  the  year.  These  reservoirs  were  constructed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Selectmen,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of 
the  Town. 

The  Almshouse  has  continued  under  the  excellent  man- 
agement of  the  same  Warden  as  during  the  previous  year, 
subject  to  the  oversight  and  general  direction  of  the  Board. 
Its  expenses  have  been  kept  a little  below  the  estimate,  and 
we  see  no  reason  to  anticipate  any  necessity  for  an  increased 
appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year.  Owing  to  the  general 
depression  of  business,  there  has  been  an  increasing  call  for 
aid  on  the  part  of  the  poor  out  of  the  house,  which  has 
carried  the  expense  under  this  head,  a little  above  the 
estimate. 
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The  two  new  roads  spoken  of  in  the  last  Beport  have  been 
built  during  the  past  year.  This  work  has  been  done  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  employment  to  a class  of  persons,  who,  under  the 
exigencies  of  the  times,  have  been  thrown  out  of  employment, 
and  a portion  of  whom  might  otherwise  have  been  compelled 
to  call  upon  the  Town  for  aid.  The  town  has  also  thereby 
secured  the  payment  of  a considerable  sum  in  taxes,  which, 
without  the  help  thus  afforded,  would  have  remained  in 
arrears.  The  estimate  of  the  expense  of  building  one  of 
these  roads,  that  at  Newton  Corner,  was  based  upon  the 
estimate  of  the  County  Commissioners,  which  was  $600. 
The  actual  outlay  upon  it  has  been  about  $1,500.  This  is 
owing,  in  a great  measure,  to  the  nature  of  the  ground  over 
which  the  road  was  to  be  built ; for  which  it  would  appear 
that  the  Commissioners  made  no  allowance.  The  opening  of 
this  road  is  an  improvement  which  has  been  long  desired, 
and  it  will  afford  increased  facilities  for  travel  to  a large 
portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town. 

The  road  known  as  Nonantum  Street,  laid  out  by  the 
Selectmen  and  accepted  by  the  Town,  has  not  been  built,  on 
account  of  an  appeal  having  been  taken  by  one  of  the  parties 
from  the  award  of  damages  made  by  the  Selectmen.  This 
appeal  was  tried  by  a Sheriff’s  Jury  and  a verdict  obtained 
which  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  Board.  On  motion  by 
their  counsel,  the  verdict  was  set  aside  by  the  Superior  Court 
upon  questions  of  law.  Exceptions  were  then  taken  by  the 
other  party,  which  must  go  to  the  highest  court  for  adjudi- 
cation, where  they  cannot  be  heard  before  January,  1863. 
The  Selectmen  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  enter  upon  the 
land  and  build  the  road  while  this  case  is  pending. 

The  outlay  upon  Highways  has  somewhat  exceeded  the 
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estimate  for  the  year ; but  the  Board  are  confident  that, 
should  the  present  system  of  repairing  highways  be  con- 
tinued, an  appropriation  of  $3,500  will  be  sufficient,  with  the 
diminished  cost  of  labor,  to  keep  the  roads  in  their  present 
good  condition  for  another  year. 

In  accordance  with  a vote  of  the  Town,  passed  two  years 
since,  the  Selectmen  have  named  all  the  streets,  and  placed 
sign  boards  at  the  entrance  of  each,  which  will  prove  a great 
convenience  to  the  people,  as  the  population  increases,  ena- 
bling them  to  make  plans  and  deeds  located  upon  well  defined 
roads ; and  in  accordance  with  the  vote  passed  at  the  last 
annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Auditors  have  caused  the  names, 
with  a description  of  said  streets,  to  be  published  in  their 
Report,  which  is  admirably  drawn  up,  and  a careful  exami- 
nation of  which  will  reveal  the  true  condition  of  the  Town. 

The  Town  debt  has  been  slightly  increased  during  the 
past  year,  but  not  to  the  extent  which  might  have  been  antici- 
pated. Extraordinary  expenses  have  been  incurred,  which, 
as  they  all  appear  in  the  Auditor’s  Report,  it  is  not  deemed 
necessary  to  enumerate  in  this  place.  It  may  be  well,  how- 
ever, to  mention  the  following : A vexatious  suit  was 
brought  against  the  Town  by  Thomas  Gould  of  Natick,  to 
recover  for  alleged  injuries  received  by  him  because  of  ob- 
struction in  a highway.  The  Selectmen  considered  it  their 
duty  to  contest  the  case,  and  made  the  most  careful  prepara- 
tion for  a trial,  and  on  the  day  assigned  were  present  in 
court  with  their  witnesses.  The  plaintiff  did  not  appear, 
and  a non  suit  was  accordingly  entered,  which  disposed  of 
the  case.  The  Town  holds  an  execution  against  the  plaintiff 
for  costs,  which  is  placed  on  file. 

The  failure  of  the  “ Citizens’  Mutual  Insurance  Company 
of  Brighton  ” to  meet  its  obligations,  subjected  the  Town  to 
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an  outlay  of  about  $500,  for  the  renewal  of  policies  cancelled 
by  the  Company.  The  Board  have  also  disbursed  a portion 
of  the  funds  placed  at  their  disposal  by  a vote  of  the  Town, 
for  which  no  special  appropriation  was  made,  to  defray  the 
expenses  incident  to  the  enlistment  and  drilling  of  volunteers 
for  the  war. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  provide  funds  to  meet 
the  outlays  to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  families  of  volunteers. 
We  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  Town  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer  to  borrow  from  time  to  time,  such  sums  of  money, 
not  exceeding  $10,000  in  all,  as  may  be  needed  for  that 
purpose.  The  expenditures  on  this  account  are  now  about 
$400  per  month.  The  War  Department  having  placed  all 
the  troops  raised  in  the  State  on  the  same  footing,  this  sum 
may  be  hereafter  considerably  increased.  Of  the  sums  here- 
tofore expended,  the  State  will  reimburse  about  $2,000. 

In  the  absence  of  definite  action  by  the  Town  upon  this, 
subject,  the  Board  have  experienced  considerable  embarrass- 
ment in  meeting  the  applications  of  many  persons  who  have 
no  other  claim  for  aid,  than  the  fact  that  those  upon  whom 
they  have  heretofore  depended  in  part,  at  least,  for  their 
support,  are  now  in  the  service  of  the  National  Government. 
Knowing  that  the  means  necessary  to  carry  on  the  war  will 
involve  a heavy  tax  on  the  productive  capacity  of  the  Town, 
we  have  exercised  our  best  judgment  in  relieving  the  neces- 
sities of  all  such  applicants  as  we  found  to  be  in  want.  But 
even  with  this  increased  tax  looking  us  in  the  face,  and  with 
the  industry  of  the  Town  partially  paralyzed  by  the  wicked 
and  unprovoked  war  which  has  been  forced  upon  us,  we 
trust  no  citizen  of  the  Town  will  object  to  rendering  aid,  in 
any  reasonable  manner,  to  all  who  by  the  calamities  of  war 
are  entrusted  to  our  care.  We  should  be  wanting  in  justice 
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to  ourselves,  if  the  family  of  any  soldier  should  be  allowed 
to  suffer  for  the  necessaries  of  life  in  our  midst. 

There  is,  at  the  present  time,  one  full  company,  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Newton  Guards,  in  the  Sixteenth  Regi- 
ment, under  Col.  Wyman,  now  stationed  at  Fortress  Monroe. 
This  company  is  under  the  command  of  Captain  Henry  T. 
Lawson  of  Newtonville,  by  whom  it  was  recruited,  in  con- 
cert with  a few  other  citizens,  and  a bounty  amounting  to 
over  $800,  raised  by  subscription  in  the  several  villages,  was 
paid  to  the  members  by  the  Selectmen.  In  addition  to  this 
full  company,  Newton  has  now  in  the  service  of  the  Gov- 
ernment more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  her  citizens, 
scattered  through  the  various  regiments  which  have  been 
enlisted  from  time  to  time. 

The  Ladies  of  the  Town  have  manifested  more  than  their 
usual  liberality  in  contributing  of  their  abundance  to  the 
wants  of  those  who  have  gone  forth  in  our  defence.  Large 
contributions  have  been  made,  and  are  daily  being  made  by 
them,  for  the  comfort  of  the  soldiers ; and  if  they  should  re- 
ceive no  other  reward  for  their  benevolent  exertions,  than  the 
satisfaction  of.  knowing  that  they  have  done  what  they  could 
in  this  the  day  of  our  necessity,  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of 
these  gallant  men  who  are  perilling  their  lives  in  our  coun- 
try’s cause,  it  will  prove  for  them  a rich  investment. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Report  was  made  to  the  Town,  our 
circumstances,  both  as  individuals  and  as  a people,  are  ma- 
terially changed.  The  storm  which  then  threatened  our 
National  existence,  but  which  we  all  hoped  to  avert,  has  cul- 
minated in  one  of  the  most  stupendous  rebellions  that  ever 
befel  any  country,  requiring  great  personal  sacrifices  on  the 
part  of  us  all,  to  furnish  the  General  Government  with  the 
means  necessary  to  suppress  it.  It  was  for  a long  time  a 
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matter  of  speculation  with  many,  in  view  of  the  divided  polit- 
ical sentiments  of  the  people,  whether  the  government  could 
sustain  itself  in  case  of  an  outbreak.  But  when  the  cowardly 
attack  was  made  upon  Fort  Sumpter,  all  doubts  upon  that 
point  were  dissipated,  and  all  loyal  hearts  were  inspired  with 
courage.  Party  feeling  subsided,  party  lines  were  oblitera- 
ted ; and  the  opinions  and  sympathies  of  our  people  were 
melted  and  fused,  as  it  were,  into  one  determined  resolution, 
that  the  Constitution  should  be  preserved,  the  Union  main- 
tained, and  the  rebellion  put  down. 

To  this  end,  with  an  unwavering  trust  in  the  God  of  our 
Fathers,  let  us  devote  all  our  energies,  hoping  and  believing 
that  before  this  year  closes,  we  shall  again  find  ourselves  a 
united  and  happy  people.

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The  oldest  person  who  died  last  year  was  John  Kingsbury,  aged  88  years, 
4 months  and  12  davs. 

By  the  above  bill  of  deaths  in  Newton,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  past  year  has 
been  of  unusual  mortality,  although  there  has  been  no  very  prevalent  disease 
among  us.  The  number  of  deaths,  I think,  is  greater  than  ever  before  in  our 
town,  not  only  postively,  but  relatively.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  a more 
perfect  record  of  deaths,  under  the  present  Registration  Laws,  has  been  obtained 
the  past  year,  than  heretofore ; the  law  now  requiring  a record  of  the  death 
of  any  person  to  be  given  to  the  Town  Clerk,  and  a certificate  to  be  taken  from 
him  before  burial,  or  within  seven  days  afterwards.  Formerly,  and  perhaps  to 
some  extent  now,  the  children  of  our  foreign  population,  when  they  have  died, 
have  been  carried  to  cemeteries  out  of  town  and  buried  without  record,  as 
they  frequently  do  not  employ  our  sextons.  It  is  very  desirable  that  this  law 
should  be  universally  observed,  that  our  records  may  be  complete.  Consump- 
tion is  still  the  leading  disease,  or  cause  of  death ; though  relatively  far  less  so 
than  a few  years  since ; the  favorable  change  being,  probably,  attributable  in 
part  to  the  fact,  that  our  ladies  place  between  their  feet  and  the  ice  and  snows 
of  our  climate,  thicker  soles.” 

In  1858,  consumption  carried  off  one  fourth  of  those  who  died ; in  1859,  one 
fourth;  in  1860,  less  than  one  sixth;  and  in  1861,  less  than  one  seventh.

It  thus  appears  that  for  the  last  14  years,  the  average  mortality  per  year  has 
been  about  1 death  to  100  persons  in  our  Town.  The  average  mortality  of 
our  State,  has,  for  many  years,  been  not 'far  from  1 in  54;  and  in  Suffolk 
County,  1 in  from  36  to  40 ; showing  the  propriety  and  wisdom  of  those  who 
locate  their  families  in  Newton  while  they  do  business  in  Boston.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


FOR  THE 

GOVERNMENT  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


Is/.  No  final  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  person 
moving  the  same  shall  have  made  a declaration  of  his  inten- 
tion to  do  so  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  and  shall  have  been 
one  of  the  majority,  acting  thereon ; and  no  article  in  any 
warrant  shall  be  again  taken  into  consideration,  after  it  has 
been  disposed  of,  unless  ordered  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  voters  present. 

2d.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  any 
question,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  meeting,  except 
for  the  correction  of  an  error,  or  to  make  an  explanation ; 
and  not  until  others  who  have  not  spoken  upon  the  question, 
shall  speak,  if  they  desire  it. 

3d.  All  motions  submitted  for  consideration  of  the  Town, 
shall  be  in  writing,  if  so  required  by  the  presiding  officer,  or 
by  the  meeting. 

4/A  Every  person  speaking  shall  address  the  chair,  stand- 
ing and  uncovered. 

6th.  No  vote  fixing  the  period  for  closing  a ballot  shall  be 
reconsidered  after  such  ballot  shall  have  commenced ; but  it 
may  be  in  order  to  extend  the  period  without  such  recon- 
sideration. 

Qth.  Committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  meeting,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  voters  present ; and  in  nominations  at  large, 
no  person  shall  nominate  more  than  one  member  of  such 
committee. 

1th.  All  motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the 
table,  to  take  any  article  from  its  regular  order,  or  to  change 
the  order  of  business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8th.  The  duties  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  determined 
by  the  code  of  Rules  governing  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  this  Commonwealth,  so  far  as 
they  are  adapted  to  the  condition  and  powers  of  the  Town. 
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BY-LAWS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

/ 

Art.  1.  The  assessment  of  all  taxes  shall  be  completed 
and  a list  of  the  same  delivered  to  the  Collector  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year. 

Art.  2.  The  appointed  time  for  collecting  poll  taxes  of 
persons  having  no  other  tax,  shall  be  from  the  20th  to  the 
31st  of  July,  and  all  other  taxes  from  the  10th  to  the  20th 
of  November  of  each  year. 

Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector,  during  each 
of  said  periods,  to  appoint  at  least  eight  different  times  and 
places  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  when  and  where  he  will 
meet  the  inhabitants  and  receive  their  taxes ; and  he  shall, 
immediately  after  receiving  the  tax-list  from  the  assessors, 
make  out  the  tax-bills,  and  send  the  same  to  each  of  said 
inhabitants  and  each  non-resident,  as  he  can  find,  with  a 
notice  thereon  of  said  times  and  places,  and  the  penalties  of 
non-payment  of  said  taxes  ; and  the  town  shall  furnish  printed 
blanks  for  the  use  of  said  Collector. 

Art.  4.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  said 
payment  of  taxes,  the  Collector  shall  issue  a summons  to  all 
delinquents,  and  if  any  taxes  remain  unpaid  more  than  ten 
days  after  the  service  of  said  summons,  the  Collector  shall 
immediately  proceed  to  collect  the  same  with  legal  fees 
therefor. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  Town  meeting  on  the  report 
of  any  Committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
specially  notified  in  the  warrant  for  calling  said  meeting. 

PASTURING  OF  CATTLE  OR  OTHER  ANIMALS  IN  STREETS  AND 

WAYS. 

No  person  shall  pasture  cattle  or  other  animals  in  or  upon 
any  of  the  streets  or  ways  in  the  Town  of  Newton,  either  with 
or  without  a keeper,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  offence  ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Select- 
men to  prosecute  every  violation  of  this  By-Law  ; and  all  fines 
or  penalties  collected  for  such  offences,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Town.

In  presenting  the  above  estimate  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Town,  the  Board  would  state,  in  explanation  of  the 
increased  grant  recommended,  that,  although  the  ordinary 


42 


expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  past  year  have  not  exceeded 
the  estimate,  yet  some  of  the  departments,  as  exhibited  by 
a careful  examination  of  their  several  wants,  will  need  in- 
creased appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year  ; and  therefore 

an  addition  of  $5,000  to  the  grant  of  last  year  is  deemed 
necessary. 

The  Town  will  not  be  surprised  to  learn  that  the  debt 
has  been  largely  increased  during  the  year.  The  year  through 
which  we  have  just  passed  has  been  one  without  precedent 
in  the  annals  of  our  country.  The  ordinary  land-marks  of 
quiet  routine  in  the  customary  paths  of  municipal  adminis- 
tration have  been  far  removed,  and  heavy  responsibilities 
have  devolved  upon  those  entrusted  with  the  administration 
of  public  affairs.  Expenditures  have  been  required  which, 
in  ordinary  times,  would  have  been  justly  considered  extra- 
vagant. Men  have  been  called  for  to  fill  the  ranks  of  our 
national  armies.  To  meet  this  want,  the  system  of  local 
bounties  was  inaugurated  ; and  your  Board  of  Selectmen, 
unwilling  to  see  the  town  backwards  in  so  good  a cause, 
adopted  the  system  as  a matter  of  necessity.  It  is  too  late 
now  to  consider  whether  this  method  of  obtaining  men  was 
the  best  possible  that  could  have  been  devised  : it  is  enough 
for  us  to  know  that  in  this  matter  we  have  only  fallen 
into  line  with  the  other  towns  and  cities  of  the  Common- 
wealth. In  view  of  these  extraordinary  expenditures,  the 
reflection  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  fill  up  our  quota  of 
men  without  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  a draft,  must  afford 
satisfaction  to  all  good  citizens  of  the  Town. 

Could  we  stop  here,  with  the  simple  expenditure  of  money, 
all  would  be  well ; but  we  have  lost  what  cannot  be  restored 
to  us  again.  The  grass-covered  mounds  that  stud  our  con- 
secrated burial  grounds,  tell  a story  of  homes  made  cheerless 
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and  hearth-stones  desolate.  But  while  we  weep  for  those 
who  are  gone,  and  sympathize  with  the  bereaved  and  afflicted, 
the  blessed  memory  of  the  dead,  like  the  balmy  breezes  of 
summer,  dries  the  tears  upon  our  cheeks,  and  leaves  our 
sympathies  all  the  more  alive  and  active.  We  are  all  the 
more  willing  to  provide  the  means  that  shall  secure  from 
want  the  families  of  those  who  are  fighting  our  battles,  and 
perilling  their  lives  in  the  service  of  our  common  country. 

The  number  of  men  Newton  has  recruited,  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war,  at  home  and  from  other  towns,  and 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  War  Department,  is  six  hundred 
and  eighty-two.  God  grant  that  we  may  not  have  occasion 
to  add  to  this  number. 

The  balance  of  the  School  appropriation  having  been  ex- 
pended, we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $16,000  be  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  Schools  the  ensuing  year.  This 
sum  is  considered  by  the  School  Committee  necessary  to 
maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  Schools  now  in  operation.  Our 
fathers  thought  sound  learning  the  basis  of  all  social  interests 
and  all  desirable  prosperity.  Indeed,  to  wage  our  battles 
were  a senseless  business,  if  it  were  not  contemplated  to  pre- 
serve, by  wisdom,  the  Institutions  for  which  we  are  contend- 
ing. It  is  absurd  to  think  of  committing  to  the  hands  of  the 
ignorant  and  vicious,  the  untold  interests  of  a perfect  Repub- 
lican government.  To  say  to  the  father,  who  has  left  wife, 
children,  family,  to  engage  in  the  tremendous  conflict  now 
being  waged,  for  the  rights  of  humanity,  that  the  education 
of  his  children  shall  be  properly  cared  for ; that,  so  far  as  in 
us  lies,  they  shall  be  made  capable  of  bearing  worthily  the 
honors  he  bequeathes,  will  not  be  the  least  of  all  the  inspira- 
tions of  his  valor.  Our  burdens  are  truly  great ; but,  although 
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the  appropriation  for  Schools  is  large,  yet,  it  is  believed  that 
no  money  is  more  wisely  or  cheerfully  paid. 

The  Fire  Department  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  it  is 
believed  will  not  need  a larger  sum  to  meet  its  expenses  for 
the  ensuing  year  than  was  appropriated  last  year. 

The  management  of  the  Almshouse  continues  to  be  perfect- 
ly satisfactory  to  the  Board.  The  expenditures  of  this  de- 
partment have  slightly  exceeded  the  appropriation ; but  this 
is  no  more  than  was  to  be  expected  from  the  largely  enhanced 
price  of  almost  every  article  purchased  for  the  use  of  such  an 
establishment.  In  view  of  this  fact  we  recommend  an  addi- 
tion of  $200  to  the  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Owing  to  the  want  of  suitable  accommodations  in  the  house, 
the  Town  has  been  subjected  to  the  expense  of  boarding  two 
insane  persons  in  the  hospital.  This  mainly  accounts  for  the 
excess  of  the  expenditures  over  the  appropriation  for  the  poor 
out  of  the  Almshouse.  Three  new  rooms  have  been  recently 
added  to  the  Institution,  and  will  soon  be  fitted  for  the  recep- 
tion of  this  unfortunate  class  of  persons,  where  they  can  be 
properly  cared  for,  at  a less  expense  than  we  are  now 
subjected  to. 

In  regard  to  the  Repairs  of  Highways,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered that  the  sum  appropriated  for  this  purpose,  the  last 
year,  was  much  smaller  than  in  previous  years,  being  only 
$3,500 ; yet,  without  exceeding  the  appropriation,  the  roads 
were  kept  in  excellent  condition  during  the  Summer  and 
Autumn.  But  the  weather  during  the  past  two  months  has 
been  so  unfavorable  for  the  roads,  that  they  are  not  now,  and 
probably  will  not  be  in  the  Spring,  in  so  good  a condition  as 
they  otherwise  would  have  been.  On  this  account  we  xecom- 
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mend  an  increase  of  $500  in  the  appropriation  for  the  coming 
year.  Though  this  is  not  so  much  as  might  be  expended  to 
advantage,  we  do  not  deem  it  expedient,  under  all  the  cir- 
cumstances, to  advise  the  appropriation  of  a larger  sum.  We 
strongly  recommend  that  the  present  system  of  repairing  the 
Highways  be  continued,  believing  it  to  be,  all  things  consid- 
ered, for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

We  have  included  no  appropriation  for  New  Roads  in  the 
estimate,  as  it  is  uncertain  what  sums,  if  any,  may  be  required 
for  this  purpose.  Should  the  Town,  however,  vote  to  lay  out 
any  new  roads,  provision  must  then,  of  course,  be  made  for 
their  construction. 

We  have  recommended  but  a small  appropriation  for  Insu- 
rance, as  the  subject  of  the  Town’s  insuring  its  own  property 
will  be  considered  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

In  consequence  of  the  largely  increased  Town  Debt,  al- 
ready alluded  to,  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  appro- 
priation for  Interest.  We  accordingly  recommend  an  appro- 
priation of  $5,500  for  this  purpose.  In  this  connection,  it  is 
but  just  to  state,  that  several  of  our  citizens  have  generously 
contributed  nearly  $12,000  towards  paying  the  bounties  to 
men  enlisted  to  fill  the  quota  of  the  Town,  thereby  relieving 
the  Town  from  a still  further  increase  of  its  debt,  which 
must,  otherwise,  have  been  incurred. 

We  repeat  the  recommendation  made  last  year,  that  the 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  money  to  meet  the  outlay 
to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  families  of  volunteers.  The  number 
of  these  families  has  been  increased  during  the  past  year,  and 
it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  a sum  not  exceeding  $15,000 
for  this  purpose  for  the  ensuing  year.  Nearly  all  the  money 
expended  in  this  way  will  be  ultimately  reimbursed  by  the 
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State,  but  some  months  must  elapse  before  the  sum  advanced 
can  be  refunded. 

As  money  may  now  probably  be  obtained  at  a less  rate  of 
interest  than  has  heretofore  been  paid,  it  will  be  well  for  the 
Town  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  a sum,  on  the 
most  favorable  terms  which  he  can  obtain,  sufficient  to  pay 
off  such  of  the  small  loans  now  outstanding  as  in  his  judgment 
may  be  deemed  expedient. 

In  our  last  Report,  we  expressed  the  hope  that  this  year 
would  find  us  delivered  from  the  evils  of  War,  and  that  the 
blessings  of  Peace  and  Prosperity  would  again  be  enjoyed 
throughout  our  beloved  land.  But  these  bright  anticipations 
have  not  been  realized.  At  no  period  in  the  progress  of  the 
war,  have  things  appeared  more  unsettled  and  unsatisfactory. 
Yet  we  should  not  allow  ourselves  to  become  discouraged,  or 
permit  the  distractions  of  party  feelings  and  party  prejudices 
to  induce  us  to  relax  our  efforts  to  put  down  this  most  wicked 
and  causeless  rebellion.  When  our  beloved  country  shall 
come  forth  from  the  terrible  ordeal  through  which  it  is  pass- 
ing, without  a stain  upon  its  honor  or  a single  star  missing 
from  its  flag,  and  we  again  become  the  happy  and  prosperous 
people  we  once  were,  we  shall  have  no  cause  to  regret  the 
many  sacrifices  we  have  made  or  may  yet  be  called  to  make, 
to  preserve  our  sacred  liberties.

By  the  above  return  of  Deaths, — and  allowing  the  population  of  Newton 
to  be  8,900,  — the  proportion  of  Deaths  to  the  population  has  been  1 to  95. 
The  year  previous,  it  will  be  remembered,  was  emphatically  the  year  of 
dying,  there  having  been  136  deaths,  or  1 in  64.  The  past  year  has  been 
mu'-h  more  favorable.  It  will  be  observed  that  Consumption,  as  a disease, 
still  leads  in  its  victims,  though  its  relative  proportion  is  much  smaller  now 
than  it  was  a few  years  since. 

In  1858  and  1859  Consumption  carried  off  one-fourth  of  all  who  died  in 
Newton;  in  1860,  about  one-sixth;  in  1861,  about  one-seventh;  and  in 
1862,  one  in  seven  and  three-fourths.  That  is  a vast  improvement  in  three 
years  — nearly  one- half!  Who  can  doubt  the  wisdom  and  comfort,  too, 
of  our  ladies,  in  adopting  the  changes  in  their  dress,  especially  in  supplant- 
ing the  thin , with  the  “ thick  soles  ” ? Let  the  ladies  of  Newton  remember, 
as  they  are  the  most  frequent  sufftrers  by  that  dreadful  disease,  that  our 
only  hope  is  in  prevention.  We  make  up  our  minds  to  part  with  our  friends 
when  that  disease  is  fastened  upon  them  : therefore,  let  well  enough  alone, 
and  yield  to  no  temptation  to  return  to  the  former  custom  of  wearing  almost 
no  soles  at  all  upon  their  boots  and  shoes.

FOE  THE 

GOVERNMENT  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


ls£.  No  final  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  person 
moving  the  same  shall  have  made  a declaration  of  his  inten- 
tion to  do  so  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  and  shall  have  been 
one  of  the  majority,  acting  thereon  ; and  no  article  in  any 
warrant  shall  be  again  taken  into  consideration,  after  it  has 
been  disposed  of,  unless  ordered  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  voters  present. 

2d.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  any 
question,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  meeting,  except 
for  the  correction  of  an  error,  or  to  make  an  explanation  ; 
and  not  until  others  who  have  not  spoken  upon  the  question, 
shall  speak,  if  they  desire  it. 

3d.  All  motions  submitted  for  consideration  of  the  Town, 
shall  be  in  writing,  if  so  required  by  the  presiding  officer,  or 
by  the  meeting. 

4:th.  Every  person  speaking  shall  address  the  chair,  stand- 
ing and  uncovered. 

oth.  No  vote  fixing  the  period  for  closing  a ballot  shall.be 
reconsidered  after  such  ballot  shall  have  commenced  ; but  it 
may  be  in  order  to  extend  the  period  without  such  recon- 
sideration. 

6th.  Committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  meeting,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  voters  present ; and  in  nominations  at  large, 
no  person  shall  nominate  more  than  one  member  of  such 
committee. 

1th.  All  motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the 
table,  to  take  any  article  from  its  regular  order,  or  to  change 
the  order  of  business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8th.  Ihe  duties  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  determined 
by  the  code  of  Rules  governing  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  this-  Commonwealth,  so  far  as 
they  are  adapted  to  the  condition  and  powers  of  the  Town. 


BY-LAWS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

Art.  1.  The  assessment  of  all  taxes  shall  be  completed 
and  a list  of  the  same  delivered  to  the  Collector  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year. 

Art.  2.  The  appointed  time  for  collecting  poll  taxes  of 
persons  having  no  other  tax,  shall  be  from  the  20th  to  the 
31st  of  July,  and  all  other  taxes  from  the  10th  to  the  20th 
of  November  of  each  year. 

Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector,  during  each 
of  said  periods,  to  appoint  at  least  eight  different  times  and 
places  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  when  and  where  he  will 
meet  the  inhabitants  and  receive  their  taxes ; and  he  shall, 
immediately  after  receiving  the  tax-list  from  the  assessors, 
make  out  the  tax-bills,  and  send  the  same  to  each  of  said 
inhabitants  and  each  non-resident,  as  he  can  find,  with  a 
notice  thereon  of  said  times  and  places,  and  the  penalties  of 
non-payment  of  said  taxes  ; and  the  town  shall  furnish  printed 
blanks  for  the  use  of  said  Collector. 

Art.  4.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  said 
payment  of  taxes,  the  Collector  shall  issue  a summons  to  all 
delinquents,  and  if  any  taxes  remain  unpaid  more  than  ten 
days  after  the  service  of  said  summons,  the  Collector  shall 
immediately  proceed  to  collect  the  same  with  legal  fees 
therefor.

No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  Town  meeting  on  the  report 
of  any  Committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
specially  notified  in  the  warrant  for  calling  said  meeting. 

PASTURING  OF  CATTLE  OR  OTHER  ANIMALS  IN  STREETS  AND 

WAYS. 

No  person  shall  pasture  cattle  or  other  animals  in  or  upon 
any  of  the  streets  or  ways  in  the  Town  of  Newton,  either  with 
or  without  a keeper,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  offence  ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Select- 
men to  prosecute  every  violation  of  this  By-Law  ; and  all  fines 
or  penalties  collected  for  such  offences,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Town.

SELECTMEN’S  ESTIMATE. 


By  a Standing  Order  of  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  are  re- 
quired to  submit  an  estimate  of  the  probable  wants  of  the 
Town,  for  the  ensuing  year.  In  ordinary  times  this  would 
be  an  easy  task ; but  in  these  times,  when  every  thing  begins 
and  ends  in  war,  it  is. a very  difficult  matter  to  anticipate  the 
wants  of  a Town. 

War  has  become  the  business  of  the  Nation,  rather  than 
an  incident  in  its  management — and  to  crush  the  rebellion  its 
settled  policy. 

Never,  in  the  history  of  the  world,  did  a nation  accomplish 
so  much  in  so  short  a time  ; and  never  was  a nation  so  un- 
prepared for  such  a work  when  it  began.  Gradually  we  are 
accomplishing  our  purposes.  It  must  be  remembered,  how- 
ever, that  we  are  fighting  a people,  who,  like  ourselves,  are 
decendents  of  the  men  of  “ 76/’  — they  are  allured  by  the 
music  of  the  words,  “ Fighting  for  our  homes,”  seeming  to 
forget  their  first  great  wrong,  and  that  the  nation’s  desire,  is 
not  to  destroy  their  homes,  but  to  reestablish  one  benign  and 
united  government,  so  that  our  homes,  and  theirs,  may  be 
restored,  as  once  they  were,  peaceful  and  prosperous.  If  they 
continue  to  resist,  they  must  be  subdued,  — for  the  Constitu- 
tion must  be  reestablished,  the  Union  must  be  restored.  4 

We  have  a President  in  whose  integrity,  prudence,  and 
thorough  love  of  country,  we  have  entire  confidence.  He  is 
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surrounded  by  able  advisers,  yet  he  and  they  may  make  some 
mistakes,  which  only  show  that  they  are  human.  The  opinions 
of  the  people  are  very  diverse  as  to  the  best  means  to  crush 
the  rebellion,  and  we  must  remember  that  an  inside  view 
might  disarm  all  of  a disposition  to  complain.  We  believe 
the  unwritten  history  of  this  war,  when  made  public,  after  its 
close,  will  reconcile  many  who  are  now  full  of  doubts.  Hay- 
ing confidence,  then,  in  the  integrity  of  our  rulers,  it  seems  to 
be  our  duty  to  sustain  them  in  the  general  conduct  of  the 
war,  believing  that  if  we  saw  all  they  see,  and  knew  all  they 
know,  we  should  approve  the  measures  they  adopt,  and  sus- 
tain the  policy  they  establish. 

The  President  has  now  called  for  five  .hundred  thousand 
more  men  to  fill  up  our  decimated  regiments  in  the  field. 
Our  proportion  of  that  number  is  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  men,  which  are  already  recruited,  so  that  our  quota  is  now 
full, — thus  relieving  our  citizens  from  an  impending  draft. 
As  many  of  these  men  have  been  obtained  by  enlistments  made 
outside  of  the  town,  some  expense  has  been  incurred  in  recruit- 
ing them,  which  is  not  included  in  this  auditing,  as  it  has  not 
yet  been  paid,  but  will  go  into  the  military  account  to  be  pro- 
vided for  hereafter. 

In  thus  filling  our  quota  from  whatever  source  and  at 
whatever  expense,  we  feel  confident  we  are  but  carrying  out 
the  wishes  of  our  people,  who  have  always  exhibited  an  earnest 
and  patriotic  spirit,  and  have  generously  sustained  the  Select- 
men in  their  efforts  to  respond  promptly  to  all  the  calls  of 
the  General  Government,  and  have  cheerfully  endorsed  their 
expenditures.  We  shall,  therefore,  leave  all  war  matters  as 
extraordinary,  and  proceed  to  estimate  upon  the  ordinary  ex- 
penses, believing  it  to  be  the  settled  policy  of  the  Town,  to 
confine  its  expenditures  to  its  actual  necessities,  until  the  war 
ceases  its  demands  upon  us.

In  presenting  the  above  estimate  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Town,  the  Board  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  the  various 
amounts  are  based  upon  the  conviction  that  the  Town  will  act 
in  accordance  with  its  presumed  settled  policy,  which  is  to 
confine  our  expenditures  to  our  real  necessities  during  the 
rebellion ; and  by  a careful  examination  we  are  satisfied  that, 
with  prudent  and  economical  management  by  the  several  de- 
partments, a grant  of  $45,000  will  be  sufficient  for  the  ordi- 
nary expenses  of  the  Town  the  ensuing  year.  Should  the 
Town,  however,  vote  to  build  any  new  schoolhouses,  or  new 
roads,  the  grant  must  be  increased,  or  the  Treasurer  author- 
ized to  borrow  the  money  to  meet  such  expenses. 

Notwithstanding  we  have  been  able  to  reduce  the  Town 
Debt  $5,534  28  the  past  year,  we  . recommend  the  same 
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amount  for  interest  the  current  year.  Our  Treasurer  is  deserv- 
ing of  a great  deal  of  credit  for  the  sagacious  manner  in  which 
he  has  managed  our  financial  affairs,  in  paying  off  the  small 
six  per  cent,  loans,  and  borrowing  in  large  sums,  having  sev- 
eral years  to  run,  at  five  per  cent.,  which  no  doubt  will  prove 
to  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  Town  hereafter ; and  we  will 
say  in  connection  with  this  subject,  that  during  the  nine 
years  which  we  have  served  in  this  Board,  not  a single  order 
has  been  presented  to  the  Treasurer  that  has  not  been 
promptly  paid.  The  Debt  of  the  Town  is  not  so  large  as 
to  occasion  any  serious  apprehension  for  the  future,  as  we  can 
easily  reduce  it  by  raising  our  Taxes  on  a level  with  most  of 
the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth.  We  have  paid 
all  our  ordinary  Town  Expenses  the  past  year,  and  paid  sev- 
eral bills  which  may  be  considered  as  extraordinary,  such  as 
building  the  culvert  at  Newton  Corner,  which  cost  the  Town 
$1,806  07,  (besides  the  cost  to  the  railroad  corporation, 
which  was  about  $1300;)  shingling  the  Town  Hall,  paying 
land  damage  in  Nonantum  Street,  paying  for  land  for  engine 
house  at  West  Newton,  and  in  part  for  the  new  house  ; build- 
ing new  roads  ; and  the  four  per  cent,  discount  upon  our  taxes, 
which  this  year  has,  owing  to  the  fact  that  money  has  been 
plenty,  amounted  to  a little  over  $2,000  ; thus  showing  that 
when  money  is  cheap  our  taxes  are  paid  more  promptly  and  our 
discounts  larger.  In  addition  to  these  expenses  we  have  paid 
$45,210  84  State  and  Bounty  tax,  $5,746  97  County  tax,  and 
all  at  the  low  rate  of  $7  20  on  the  $1,000  to  our  tax  payers. 
Surely,  our  people  have  no  reason  to  complain  of  their  taxes 
thus  far  in  this  great  struggle, — and  we  may  well  congratulate 
each  other  upon  the  prosperous  condition  of  our  affairs. 

As  there  are  a great  many  things  which  we  cannot  notice  in 
these  remarks,  involving  a considerable  expense,  we  invite  all 
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to  examine  the  Auditors’  Report,  which  is  carefully  drawn 
and  finely  arranged ; and,  if  consulted,  will  reveal  the  true 
condition  of  the  Town,  and  all  its  expenses  the  past  year. 

The  School  Committee  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $19,000 
for  the  support  of  our  schools  the  ensuing  year,  which  we 
cheerfully  recommend.  The  interests  which  a School  Commit- 
tee are  called  upon  to  guard  seem  sufficiently  important,  in  the 
most  ordinary  times,  to  awaken  the  deepest  solicitude  for 
their  perfect  preservation ; but  when  civil  war,  that  amazing 
anomaly  of  a Republic,  has  lifted  its  front  into  such  gigantic 
proportions  as  the  present  revolt,  and  menaces  the  civilization 
of  the  age,  then  truly  do  those  interests  become  of  the  grav- 
est importance  ; and  the  decree  of  a senate  could  not  make 
the  obligation  greater,  to  see  that  those  interests  receive  no 
detriment.  Although  the  appropriation  for  schools  is  so  large, 
larger  than  any  other  single  expense,  yet,  it  is  believed,  that 
no  money  is  more  wisely  or  cheerfully  paid.  The  general  con- 
dition of  our  schools  is,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  highly  satis- 
factory ; and  the  School  Committee,  and  our  able  corps  of 
Teachers,  merit  the  thanks  of  the  Town  for  their  commenda- 
ble efforts  in  the  cause  of  education.  The  Committee’s  Report 
will  soon  be  distributed  to  our  citizens,  and  will  give  a more 
particultar  statement  of  their  standing  than  we  can,  were  we 
disposed.  Our  people,  however,  have  a right  to  feel  assured 
that  economy  is  practised  in  all  respects,  and  in  all  cases.  In 
regard  to  this,  the  Committee,  no  doubt,  will  be  glad  to  give 
all  reasonable  assurances. 

For  the  Highways  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$5,000,  believing  that  this  amount  can  be  expended  to  ad- 
vantage, although  a less  sum  might  do,  provided  our  people 
will  be  satisfied  with  the  roads  kept  in  about  their  present 
condition,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  so  far  as  their 
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observation  extends,  are  much  better  than  the  roads  in  other 
Towns,  and  all  must  admit,  that  as  a whole,  our  roads  have 
been  steadily  improving  since  the  present  system  of  repairing 
them  commenced.  And  we  are  still  satisfied,  as  we  stated  last 
year,  that  the  Town  would  make  a mistake  should  we 
abandpn  the  present  method  of  expending  the  appropriation  for 
Highways ; and  we  feel  confident  in  saying  that  any  Board  of 
Selectmen  the  Town  may  elect  will  expend  the  money  more 
economically  than  any  separate  Board  can  do.  We  therefore 
recommend  that  the  present  system  of  repairing  our  Highways 
be  continued. 

The  expense  of  the  Fire  Department  the  past  year  has  been 
somewhat  increased,  owing,  in  part,  to  the  destruction  by  fire 
of  the  Engine-house  at  West  Newton.  Although  it  was  in- 
sured for  a fair  amount,  it  did  not  cover  the  loss.  The  Town 
not  owning  a sufficient  amount  of  land  where  the  old  house 
stood,  that  spot  has  been  abandoned,  a new  location  pur- 
chased, and  a new  Engine-house  built,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Selectmen,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 

No  increase  in  the  appropriation  is  deemed  necessary  for 
the  ensuing  year,  as  we  think  that,  with  the  same  careful  and 
prudent  management  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  as  exhibited 
the  past  year,  (the  ordinary  expenses  amounting  to  $1,816  00,) 
the  sum  appropriated  will  be  sufficient.  This  department  con- 
tinues in  its  usual  good  condition.  The  officers  and  members 
of  the  several  companies,  though  not  often  called  out,  are 
always  ready,  when  occasion  requires,  to  perform  cheerfully 
the  duties  incumbent  upon  them. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  our  poor  in  the  Almshouse 
has  been  comparatively  light  the  past  year,  considering  the 
large  number  of  inmates,  and  the  high  price  of  almost 
every  article  of  consumption.  The  expense  has  fallen  a little

below  the  estimate,  and  we  see  no  reason  to  anticipate  any 
necessity  for  an  increased  appropriation.  It  has,  with  the  farm 
connected  therewith,  continued  under  the  excellent  manage- 
ment of  Mr.  Ware,  the  Warden,  who  is  a good  practical 
farmer,  and  is  bringing  the  farm  into  a high  state  of  cultiva- 
tion, as  his  well-filled  barn  and  cellar  will  satisfy  any  of  our 
citizens  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  look  at  them.  Almost  as 
much  care  of  an  institution  of  this  kind  devolves  upon  the 
Matron  as  upon  the  Warden,  and  we  are  pleased  to  say  that 
Mrs.  Ware  is  admirably  adapted  to  her  position,  being  careful, 
prudent,  and  economical,  and  exercising  a watchful  and 
motherly  care  over  all  the  inmates,  looking  after  their  little 
wants,  and  caring  tenderly  for  the  children,  of  which  there 
are  a considerable  number,  — making  this  institution  truly  a 
home  for  the  unfortunate.  They  will  remain  in  their  present 
position  another  year;  the  whole  of  course  is  subject  to  the 
directions  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

We  repeat  the  recommendation  made  last  year,  that  the 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  money  to  meet  the  expense 
to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  families  of  volunteers.  The  number  of 
families  which  may  receive  aid  will  be  about  the  same  as  last 
year,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  a sum  not  exceeding 
$15,000  for  this  purpose.  Nearly  all  the  money  paid  out  for 
this  purpose  will  ultimately  be  refunded  by  the  State,  yet 
quite  a sum  is  paid  out  of  our  Treasury  to  those  who  have 
friends  in  the  army  and  navy,  for  which  the  State  does  not 
reimburse  the  Town.  We  find  it  quite  difficult  to  draw  the 
line  in  many  cases  between  those  who  really  need  assistance  and 
those  who  might  possibly  get  along  without ; yet,  as  a general 
rule,  we  afford  assistance,  believing  it  to  be  the  safest,  as  a 
whole,  to  err  on  the  side  of  the  friends  of  those  who  have 
gone  forth  to  defend  our  homes. 
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There  is  little  to  be  said  about  our  soldiers,  except  in  their 
praise.  From  first  to  last  they  have  been  found  faithful  and 
fearless,  always  ready  to  face  the  enemy  and  defend  their  coun- 
try, and  have  shown  themselves  to  be  worthy  descendants  of 
their  revolutionary  ancestors ; and  we  are  proud  to  own  and 
honor  them  all.  And  we  cannot  too  highly  honor  those  of 
them  who,  having  seen  the  justice  of  our  cause,  and  the 
traitorous  villany  of  our  enemies,  have  again  reenlisted  in 
the  service  of  our  country,  determined  to  stand  by  the  Gov- 
ernment until  the  old  Flag,  the  emblem  of  our  nationality, 
shall  be  honored  and  respected  everywhere.  And  we  can  but 
think,  that  their  recent  visit  amongst  us,  must  have  convinced 
them  that  their  services  and  patriotism  were  duly  appreciated 
by  their  fellow-citizens. 

Nor  do  we  forget  any  of  our  honored,  noble  youth,  who  are 
suffering  from  honorable  wounds  received  in  the  defence  of 
our  country,  or  who,  by 'the  fortunes  of  war,  are  held  from 
active  service  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  but  earnestly  desire 
their  speedy  recovery  and  deliverance. 

Another  year  is  gone, — its  blood-stained  record  bearing  wit- 
ness of  the  bravery  and  fortitude  of  our  soldiers,  closing  with 
the  brightest  hopes  for  the  future  of  our  cause.  And,  although 
many  of  our  noble  young  men  have  been  called  to  lay  down 
their  lives  upon  the  altar  of  their  Country,  it  has  been  a wil- 
ling sacrifice,  to  defend  and  perpetuate  our  constitutional  rights, 
and  to  secure  to  all,  who  survive  this  great  struggle,  the  bles- 
sings of  peace  and  universal  freedom. 

The  interest  manifested  by  our  people  towards  our  soldiers, 
shows  conclusively  that  this  is  indeed  the  people’s  war.  The 
outpouring  of  our  citizens  to  receive  our  soldiers,  not  only  to 
honor  the  living,  but  to  pay  their  last  tribute  of  respect  to 
the  dead,  is  the  best  evidence  which  they  can  give  of  their 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  Government ; and  here  let  us  say, 
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that  the  assurance  which  we  gave  our  soldiers,  that  should 
any  of  them  fall,  their  remains  should  be  tenderly  cared  for, 
has  been  fully  carried  out,  and  all,  (with  one  exception,)  who 
have  fallen  in  battle,  or  died  in  camp,  have  been  recovered 
and  brought  home,  and  now  repose  in  their  native  dust.  And 
that  noble  monument  which  is  soon  to  be  erected  by  the  vol- 
untary offerings  of  a grateful  people,  will  mark  the  spot 
where  our  heroes  sleep.  Let  us,  then,  continue  for  the  future, 
as  we  have  in  the  past,  faithful  to  our  Country,  just  to  our 
soldiers,  and  honorable  to  ourselves,  and  we  may  safely  leave 
all  to  Him,  who  holds  the  destiny  of  the  Nation  in  his  hand, 
and  not  a tf  sparrow  falleth  to  the  ground  without  His 
notice.”

By  the  above  return  of  Deaths, — allowing  the  population  of  Newton  to 
be  9,000,  — the  proportion  of  Deaths  to  the  population  has  been  1 in  about 
60^.  The  year  1863  has  been  a dying  year  indeed.  Not  only  has  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  been  larger  than  ever  before,  probably,  but  the  number  of 
deaths,  compared  with  the  population,  has  been  larger  than  it  has  been  for 
any  year  for  15  years  back. 

Consumption  still  leads  as  a disease  among  us,  and  its  proportion  has  been 
larger  the  past  year  than  for  the  two  previous  years.  In  1858  and  1859  Con- 
sumption carried  off  one-fourth  of  all  who  died  in  Newton  ; in  1860,  about 
one-sixth;  in  1861,  about  one-seventh;  in  1862,  one  in  seven  and  three- 
fourths  ; and  in  1863,  one  in  about  six  and  a half. 

Although  there  has  been  unusual  mortality  in  Newton  the  past  year,  yet 
there  has  been  no  very  prevailing  disease  among  us.  Diphtheria  has  caused 
some  alarm  among  the  people,  the  past  year,  having  carried  off  9.  This  is 
comparatively  a new  disease  in  our  town.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE 

GOVERNMENT  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


1st.  No  final  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  person 
moving  the  same  shall  have  made  a declaration  of  his  inten- 
tion to  do  so  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  and  shall  have  been 
one  of  the  majority,  acting  thereon ; and  no  article  in  any 
warrant  shall  be  again  taken  into  consideration,  after  it  has 
been  disposed  of,  unless  ordered  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  voters  present. 

%d.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  any 
question,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  meeting,  except 
* for  the  correction  of  an  error,  or  to  make  an  explanation ; 
and  not  until  others  who  have  not  spoken  upon  the  question, 
shall  speak,  if  they  desire  it. 

3d.  All  motions  submitted  for  consideration  of  the  Town, 
shall  be  in  writing,  if  so  required  by  the  presiding  officer,  or 
by  the  meeting. 

4:tk.  Every  person  speaking  shall  address  the  chair,  stand- 
ing and  uncovered. 

3th.  No  vote  fixing  the  period  for  closing  a ballot  shall  be 
reconsidered  after  such  ballot  shall  have  commenced ; but  it 
may  be  in  order  to  extend  the  period  without  such  recon- 
sideration. 

6th.  Committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  meeting,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  voters  present ; and  in  nominations  at  large, 
no  person  shall  nominate  more  than  one  member  of  such 
committee. 

7th.  All  motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the 
table,  to  take  any  article  from  its  regular  order,  or  to  change 
the  order  of  business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8 th.  The  duties  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  determined 
by  the  code  of  Rules  governing  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  this  Commonwealth,  so  far  as 
they  are  adapted  to  the  condition  and  powers  of  the  Town.

BY-LAWS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

Art.  1.  The  assessment  of  all  taxes  shall  be  completed 
and  a list  of  the  same  delivered  to  the  Collector  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year. 

Art.  2.  The  appointed  time  for  collecting  poll  taxes  of 
persons  having  no  other  tax,  shall  be  from  the  20th  to  the 
31st  of  July,  and  all  other  taxes  from  the  10th  to  the  20th 
of  November  of  each  year. 

Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector,  during  each 
of  said  periods,  to  appoint  at  least  eight  different  times  and 
places  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  when  and  where  he  will 
meet  the  inhabitants  and  receive  their  taxes  ; and  he  shall, 
immediately  after  receiving  the  tax-list  from  the  assessors, 
make  out  the  tax-bills,  and  send  the  same  to  each  of  said 
inhabitants  and  each  non-resident,  as  he  can  find,  with  a 
notice  thereon  of  said  times  and  places,  and  the  penalties  of 
non-payment  of  said  taxes  ; and  the  town  shall  furnish  printed 
blanks  for  the  use  of  said  Collector. 

Art.  4.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  said 
payment  of  taxes,  the  Collector  shall  issue  a summons  to  all 
delinquents,  and  if  any  taxes  remain  unpaid  more  than  ten 
days  after  the  service  of  said  summons,  the  Collector  shall 
immediately  proceed  to  collect  the  same  with  legal  fees 
therefor. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  Town  meeting  on  the  report 
of  any  Committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
specially  notified  in  the  warrant  for  calling  said  meeting. 

PASTURING  OF  CATTLE  OR  OTHER  ANIMALS  IN  STREETS  AND 

WAYS. 

No  person  shall  pasture  cattle  or  other  animals  in  or  upon 
any  of  the  streets  or  ways  in  the  Town  of  Newton,  either  with 
or  without  a keeper,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  offence  ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Select- 
men to  prosecute  every  violation  of  this  By-Law  ; and  all  fines 
or  penalties  collected  for  such  offences,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Town. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  NEWTON, 

CONCERNING 

$tmmt  Children  and  Jp, unices  from  J&tuwt. 


ADOPTED  MARCH  2,  1863. 


Sec.  1.  The  Town  of  Newton  hereby  adopts  the  provis- 
ions of  the  forty-second  Chapter  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
this  Commonwealth,  so  far  as  applicable  to  Truant  Children 
and  Absentees  from  school ; and  all  the  provisions  of  the  two 
hundred  and  seventh  Chapter  of  the  Acts  of  1862,  and  the 
several  Acts  in  addition  thereto,  or  in  amendment  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  convicted  of  any  offense  described  in 
said  Acts,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  by  confinement  in  any  institution 
of  instruction,  house  of  reformation,  or  suitable  situation, 
which  shall  be  provided  for  the  purpose,  for  a term  not 
exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  shall  provide  a suit- 
able lockup,  or  institution  of  instruction,  or  house  of  refor- 
mation, or  some  other  suitable  place  in  the  Poor-house 
belonging  to  the  Town,  or  some  other  place  in  the  Town 
aforesaid,  or  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  which  shall  be 
assigned  and  used  for  the  confinement  of  persons  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  confinement  under  said  Acts. 

Sec.  4.  Three  Truant  Officers  shall  be  annually  chosen  in 
the  Town  of  Newton,  at  its  Annual  Meeting  in  March,  to 
serve  one  year,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  complaints  of 
all  persons  who  have  violated  any  provisions  of  the  Acts 
aforesaid,  or  either  of  them. 

Sec.  5.  The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  shall  fix  the  amount 
of  compensation  of  said  Truant  Officers,  for  their  services,  as 
they  shall  think  just,  and  the  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Treasury  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee,  and 
of  the  Teachers  of  the  Public  Schools  in  said  Town,  to  report 
the  name  of  every  person  or  persons  violating  any  or  either 
of  said  Acts,  to  the  Truant  Officers  of  the  Town,  that  they 
may  be  complained  of  therefor.

In  presenting  the  above  estimate  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Town,  it  may  be  well  to  say,  that  the  several  sums  for  each 
item  are  placed  at  the  lowest  figure  which  will  cover  their 
expenses ; and  if  it  were  not  for  our  War  Expenses,  we 
should  place  some  of  them  higher  ; but  acting  upon  the  con- 


viction  that  the  Town  will  at  least,  for  this  year,  confine  its 
expenditures  to  our  real  necessities,  we  think  that  a grant  of 
$60,000  may  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary  wants  of 
the  Town.  It  will  be  observed  that  we  make  no  provision 
for  our  war  expenses,  as  they  are  all  uncertain  ; but  judging 
from  the  past,  a large  amount  may  be  wanted  before  we  con- 
quer a peace,  and  it  may  be  well  for  us  to  economize  in  other 
matters,  that  we  may  be  the  better  prepared  to  meet  all  demands 
that  may  be  required  of  us  for  this  purpose. 

As  might  reasonably  be  expected  by  any  one  who  is  at  all 
conversant  with  the  affairs  of  this  rapidly  growing  Town,  the 
debt  has  been  largely  increased  the  past  year ; this  increase  is 
attributable  mainly  to  the  expenses  of  filling  our  quotas,  and 
the  building  of  two  schoolhouses.  The  amount  paid  for  these 
items  is  $85,729  58  ; the  larger  part,  however,  was  for  the 
schoolhouses.  We  make  no  provision  for  the  reduction  of 
the  Town  debt,  believing  it  will  be  wiser  for  the  town  to  pay 
a little  more  interest,  than  to  largely  increase  its  rate  of  taxa- 
tion during  the  continuance  of  the  war  ; and  besides,  these  extra 
expenses  are  not  alone  for  the  benefit  of  the  present  inhabi- 
tants, but  in  part  for  those  who  may  come  after  and  amongst 
us.  We  therefore  recommend  the  sum  named  for  interest  be 
granted. 

The  School  Committee  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $28,- 
000  for  their  department  the  ensuing  year,  wffiich  wTe  have 
no  doubt  will  be  needed,  as  the  number  of  schools  is  contin- 
ually increasing,  requiring  new  teachers  ; and  the  present 
teachers’  salaries  have  been  increased,  to  meet  in  part  the 
advanced  prices  in  the  expense  of  living.  The  public  schools, 
so  far  as  we  can  learn,  wrere  never  more  prosperous  than 
now  : notwithstanding  our  increased  expenses  of  living  and 
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taxation,  the  citizens  have  not  chosen  to  go  backward  in  the 
work  of  education.  During  the  past  year  two  new  school- 
houses  have  been  built,  at  a cost  of  $49,000 ; and  we  are 
now  asked  to  increase  our  grant  for  school  purposes  to  the 
above  amount,  which  is  an  increase  of  $9,000  over  last  year’s 
appropriation. 

We  rejoice  that  by  the  recent  Constitutional  Amendment, 
the  last  obstacle  to  universal  Education  in  our  country  is  now 
removed,  and  that  all  our  youth,  of  whatever  race  or  color, 
in  all  parts  of  our  land,  are  soon  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of 
our  system  of  Free  Schools.  Education  and  Free  Labor 
must  go  hand  in  hand.  Wherever  the  soldiers  of  Massa- 
chusetts have  gone,  they  have  carried  with  them  that  love 
of  freedom,  intelligence,  and  enterprise,  which  is  to  be  as- 
cribed, in  no  small  measure,  to  the  discipline  and  training 
received  from  their  earliest  years  in  our  public  schools : these 
are  the  true  nurseries  of  an  enlightened  republic.  When 
this  wicked  Rebellion  shall  be  crushed,  and  its  authors  con- 
signed to  shame  and  contempt,  history  will  record  that  the 
leagued  powers  of  ignorance  and  treason  at  the  South  were 
quelled  by  those  mighty  twin  forces  of  the  North,  Intelli- 
gence and  Patriotism.  For  particulars  regarding  the  condi- 
tion of  all  our  schools,  we  refer  the  citizens  to  the  School 
Committee’s  Report,  which  will  be  distributed  with  this  doc- 
ument. 

The  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department  the  past  year  have 
been  comparatively  small : although  adding  the  balance  of  the 
cost  of  building  the  Engine  House  at  West  Newton,  and  the 
Reservoir  at  Newton  Corner,  it  exceeds  the  estimate  made : we 
think,  however,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  increase  the  appro- 
priation for  this  department.  We  have  been  highly  favored  the

past  year  in  regard  to  the  destruction  of  property  by  fires  ; 
some  of  our  engines  have  not  been  called  out  at  all,  and  none 
of  them  but  a limited  number  of  times.  The  houses,  engines, 
and  apparatus  are  in  good  order.  The  affairs  of  this  depart- 
ment have  been  economically  managed,  the  ordinary  expense 
amounting  to  only  $1,556  18.  We  think  the  sum  named  in 
the  estimate  will  be  sufficient. 

For  Highways  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $6,000. 
This  sum,  although  larger  than  we  have  ever  granted  before, 
will  be  needed  to  put  our  roads  in  good  condition  ; and  even 
more  could  be  expended  to  advantage,  as  the  advanced  price 
of  labor  and  teams  soon  uses  up  this  amount.  We  have  now 
about  one  hundred  miles  of  roads  to  keep  in  repair.  The  past 
year  the  roads  have  been  repaired  by  a board  of  Highway  Sur- 
veyors  ; previous  to  that,  for  five  years,  they  were  repaired  by 
the  Selectmen,  or  under  their  direction.  We  stated  last  year 
that  we  thought  the  Town  would  make  a mistake,  should  they 
abandon  that  system.  They,  however,  did  abandon  it.  Never- 
theless, our  opinion  remains  unchanged.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  our  successors  be  the  Highway  Surveyors,  believing, 
as  we  have  before  stated,  that  any  Board  of  Selectmen  the 
Town  might  elect  wrould  expend  the  appropriation  more 
economically  and  satisfactorily  than  any  separate  board  could  do. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  our  Poor  in  the  Almshouse  and 
out  of  it  has  been  somewhat  increased,  but  not  so  much  as  we 
might  have  reasonably  expected,  as  the  price  of  almost  every- 
thing has  nearly  doubled.  We  think  an  appropriation  of 
$2,500  for  the  Poor  in  the  house  and  $500  for  the  Poor  out 
of  the  house  will  meet  the  expense  of  these  two  items.  The 
average  number  in  the  Almshouse  the  past  year  was  twenty- 
two,  mostly  old  people  and  children.  Those  aided  out  of  the 
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house,  sixty.  Travelling  paupers  taken  in  for  a night,  one 
hundred  and  forty.  Much  might  in  truth  be  said  in  praise 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ware,  for  their  careful  and  economical  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  under  their  charge  ; but  the  best  evi- 
dence which  we  as  Overseers  can  give  of  our  entire  satisfaction, 
is,  that  we  have  engaged  them  for  another  year,  at  an  increased 
salary  ; and  we  might  say  of  them,  as  of  all  others  who  have 
been  in  the  service  of  the  Town  the  past  year,  that  they  have 
filled  their  places  well,  and  merit  the  approbation  of  the 
Town. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  borrow 
money  to  meet  the  expense  to  be  made  in  aid  of  the  families 
of  volunteers.  The  number  of  families  which  receive  State  aid 
is  one  hundred  and  forty-six.  About  $15,000  will  be  needed 
for  this  purpose,  most  of  which  will  ultimately  be  refunded  by 
the  State.  A (Considerable  sum,  however,  is  paid  every  year 
to  those  having  friends  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  or  who  have 
lost  friends  there,  which  will  not  be  reimbursed,  but  must  be 
paid  from  our  own  treasury.  It  is  often  difficult  to  decide 
upon  the  claims  of  those  asking  aid,  but  more  difficult  to 
send  them  empty  away.  We  therefore  generally  assist,  pre- 
ferring to  relieve,  rather  than  add  to  the  sufferings  of  those 
who  have  been  deprived  of  their  support  by  the  absence  of 
their  friends  in  the  service  of  the  country. 

The  sum  estimated  for  Bridges  will  mostly  be  wanted  to 
repair  the  bridge  at  the  Upper  Falls,  near  the  rolling  mill. 
That  for  - repairs  on  Almshouse,  to  build  a reservoir  for  soft 
water.  That  for  Insurance  will  be  required  for  the  new 
schoolhouses  when  finished.  They  are  now  insured  under  a 
builder’s  risk.  The  estimate  for  Printing  is  less  than  the 
sum  paid  the  past  year ; but  we  think  it  will  be  sufficient,  as 
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printing  the  Dedicatory  Services  of  the  Monument  to  our 
noble  soldiers,  which  reflects  great  credit  to  the  Town,  in- 
creased the  usual  expense.  The  book  was  intended  to  be 
distributed  to  all  our  citizens;  but  the  weather  was  bad  at  the 
time  of  distribution,  and  some  might  have  been  omitted  : if 
so,  they  can  receive  a copy  by  leaving  their  names  with  either 
of  the  Selectmen. 

There  are  many  things  wUich  we  cannot  notice  in  these 
remarks,  for  which  no  appropriation  was  made,  requiring 
a considerable  outlay,  which  has  been  paid  the  past  year  ; 
one,  for  instance,  of  New  Roads,  which  cost  $1,262  45,  all 
of  which  will  be  found  under  their  appropriate  head  in  the 
Auditors’  Report,  to  which  we  invite  a careful  perusal. 

Since  our  last  auditing,  we  have  responded  to  the  calls 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  our  proportion  of 
a million  and  a half  of  men,  which  is  482.  One  call  for 
men  was  made  in  October,  I860,  but  was  merged  into 
the  calls  of  February  and  March,  1864,  which  brings  the 
whole  expense  of  filling  these  calls  into  this  year’s  account, 
and  makes  our  military  expenses  appear  large.  But  when 
we  consider  the  large  number  of  men  raised,  and  the  fact 
that  we  have  a considerable  number  of  men  standing  to  our 
credit  against  any  future  call,  it  is  comparatively  small ; and 
we  have  reason  to  be  thankful  that  we  have  been  able  to  pro- 
cure so  large  a number  of  men  without  interfering  with  the 
industrial  pursuits  of  the  Town.  The  whole  number  of  men 
which  the  Town  has  recruited  for  the  war,  since  its  commence- 
ment, is  1,163  ; a much  larger  number  than  the  whole  enrol- 
ment at  the  present  time.  The  amount  which  has  been  paid 
by  the  Town  and  individuals  for  military  purposes,  since  the 
war  began,  is  $138,457  02  ; of  this  amount,  $45,918  92  has 
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been  refunded  to  the  Town  by  acts  of  the  Legislature,  leav- 
ing the  actual  expense  incurred  by  the  Town,  thus  far,  $92,- 
538  10.  This,  with  all  our  other  expenses,  seems  a heavy 
burden  to  bear  ; but  if  we  compare  ourselves  with  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  Town  who  fought  our  battles  in  the  Revolution, 
we  shall  find  that  we  fall  far  short  of  the  burdens  which  they 
had  to  bear  to  secure  the  liberty  we  now  enjoy,  and  that  our 
patriotism  and  self-devotion  has  not  yet  been  equal  to  the 
heroic  and  vigorous  efforts  which  they  put  forth  through  all 
the  trying  events  which  preceded  and  accompanied  the  war 
for  Independence. 

June  17,  1776,  a Town  Meeting  was  held,  and  this  vote 
passed  : “ That  in  case  the  Honorable  Continental  Congress 
should,  for  the  safety  of  the  American  Colonies,  declare  them- 
selves independent  of  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  solemnly  engage  with  their  lives 
and  fortunes  to  support  them  in  the  measure.”  That  solemn 
and  ever-memorable  vote  was  not  meant  for  show.  Their 
lives  and  fortunes  went  along  with  it,  honestly,  earnestly, 
triumphantly,  from  the  first  to  the  last,  through  all  that  great 
struggle.  Newton  men  formed  a part  of  every  expedition, 
fought  in  almost  every  battle  and  skirmish  throughout  the 
contest.  Scarce  a man,  old  or  young,  able  or  unable,  but 
volunteered,  or  was  drafted,  and  served  in  the  ranks  of  the 
army.  The  number  of  men  who  served  in  the  army  during 
the  war  was  430,  out  of  a population  of  about  1,400. 

Sept.  4,  1780.  At  the  first  Town  Meeting  held  under  the 
new  Constitution  of  Massachusetts,  which  declared  all  men  to 
be  born  free  and  equal,  they  voted  a tax  of  £40,000  ; and  in 
December  following  they  chose  a committee  to  raise  Newton’s 
quota  of  men,  and  voted  a tax  of  £100,000  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  Town.  From  these  votes  it  will  be  seen  that 
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very  large  sums  of  money  were  raised,  and  the  credit  of  the 
Town  used  to  its  utmost  tension  for  furnishing  men  and  money 
for  carrying  on  the  war  with  vigor.  In  comparison  with  the 
wealth  of  the  Town  at  the  present  day,  the  property  of  the 
inhabitants  then  was  small  in  the  extreme  ; and  yet  these 
large  sums  were  cheerfully  voted  and  soon  paid.  The  history 
and  records  of  the  Town  will  serve  to  prove  how  fully  and  at 
what  sacrifices  the  pledge  of  1776  was  redeemed. 

After  the  example  of  our  fathers,  the  illustrious  founders 
of  the  Republic,  let  us  turn  our  thoughts  to  War  as  the  only 
means  of  preserving  that  Liberty  which  was  born  in  ’76.  It 
is  clear  that  the  Rebellion  must  be  put  down  by  the  sword. 
It  is  the  patriotic  resolve  of  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
to  contend,  in  spite  of  every  sacrifice,  for  the  maintenance  of 
that  noble  government  which  embodies  the  hopes  of  the  free 
throughout  the  civilized  world.  It  makes  no  difference  to  us 
whether  our  enemies  have  landed  on  our  shores  from  abroad, 
or  are  gathered  together  at  the  South  ; in  either  case  there  is 
a foe  to  be  vanquished  or  to  vanquish  us. 

Terrible  as  war  may  be,  there  is  something  still  more  afflict- 
ing, — the  spectacle  of  a mighty  people  supinely  yielding  to 
the  first  symptoms  of  disease,  and  lapsing  without  a struggle 
into  dissolution  ! The  nutural  body  yields  only  when  it  be- 
comes so  enfeebled  as  to  be  incapable  of  effort ; and  the  gov- 
ernment that  perishes  without  resistance  is  not  worth  pre- 
serving. 

As  the  war  was  unavoidable,  so  it  was  necessary  that  it 
should  be  conducted  on  a scale  commensurate  with  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  interests  involved  in  the  issue  : the  national  life 
was  at  stake, the  national  resources  were  the  pledge  of  its  safety. 
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Our  expenditures  are  large  ; but  so  strong  is  the  faith  of  the 
people  in  the  strength  of  the  Government,  and  so  unimpaired  is 
the  public  confidence,  that  it  is  easier  to  obtain  money  on  the 
faith  of  government  securities  now  than  at  the  commencement 
of  the  Kebellion.  Nor  is  this  strange  : all  that  we  are,  or  hope 
to  be,  is  involved  in  the  Union.  Founded  to  insure  domestic 
tranquillity,  and  to  provide  for  the  common  defence,  it  is  as 
necessary  now  as  when  its  foundation  stones  were  laid  by  the 
wisdom  and  cemented  by  the  blood  of  our  fathers.

Let  us  not  be  alarmed  at  our  National  Debt,  or  our  Town 
Debt,  or  even  if  our  taxes  are  temporarily  increased,  if  we  but 
save  the  Union ; for  that  is  our  only  safeguard.  There  is  no 
interest  to  which  it  is  not  essential ; no  section  to  which  it  is 
not  indispensable.  Let  us,  then,  do  our  full  duty  to  our  Gov- 
ernment and  to  ourselves,  regardless  of  all  necessary  expense 
to  accomplish  our  purpose,  believing  that  the  justice  of  our 
cause  will  open  a way  to  meet  its  expenses.  The  resources 
of  a vigorous  people  are  developed  with  redoubled  rapidity 
•by  the  necessity  that  calls  them  forth.  They  increase  with 
the  demand  for  them.  New  sources  of  wealth  are  daily 
being  discovered,  which  will  enable  the  Government  to  meet 
all  its  liabilities,  and  to  emerge  from  this  war,  even  should  it 
last  for  years  to  come,  one  of  the  richest  nations  in  the  world. 
And  if  the  flower  of  the  young  men  could  reappear  ; if  to  the 
desolate  homes  of  the  North  the  loved  and  lost  could  return; 
if  the  wounds  and  woes  which  the  fiends  of  the  South  have 
inflicted  upon  the  people  could  be  healed ; the  Nation  could 

afford  to  laugh  at  the  bugbear  of  national  bankruptcy. 

% 

The  retrospect  of  the  past  year  presents  many  features  to  in- 
terest and  gratify  all.  The  progress  of  the  Government  towards 
suppressing  the  Kebellion  has  been  of  the  most  gratifying  char- 
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acter.  Every  thing  appears  favorable  ; and  for  the  first  time 
since  the  war  broke  out,  we  find  our  armies  so  handled  and  so 
situated  as  to  have  the  advantage  at  every  point ; and  we  may 
reasonably  expect  greater  victories  soon  than  any  we  have  yet 
achieved. 

No  year  in  the  annals  of  the  Republic  has  been  so  fraught 
with  great  and  momentous  events,  both  in  its  civic  and  mili- 
tary results.  It  will  make  an  epoch  in  our  history.  We  may 
look  with  pride  at  the  brilliant  success  of  our  Army  and  Navy 
under  the  lead  of  Generals  Grant,  Sherman,  Sheridan,  Thom- 
as, and  Terry;  Farragut  and  Porter;  and  see  that  what  we 
have  gained,  not  merely  in  material  but  in  military  position, 
would  be  impossible  to  estimate.  As  a consequence  of  this,  it 
the  rebels  are  desponding  and  almost  desperate ; we  are 
confident  and  full  of  hope.  Their  population  and  resources 
are  becoming  exhausted,  while  we  are  growing  in  wealth,  popu- 
lation, and  prosperity ; thus  showing  that,  while  they  are 
becoming  weak,  we  have  not  yet  put  forth  half  our  strength. 

The  reelection  of  the  present  Administration  in  November 
last,  sent  joy  and  gladness  to  the  hearts  of  all  true  lovers  of 
their  country.  It  signally  demonstrated  the  strength  of  our 
institutions  and  the  intelligence  of  our  people.  It  proclaimed 
to  the  world  the  fixed  resolve  of  the  American  people  to 
maintain  their  Government  in  all  the  integrity  of  its  power 
and  spirit.  It  told  mankind  that  the  Republic  was  equal  to 
all  the  exigencies  of  a stupendous  civil  war  ; and  the  people, 
by  their  stern  decision  of  the  mighty  issues  presented  them, 
vindicated  their  own  capacity  and  wisdom.  In  doing  so  they 
vindicated  the  cause  of  all  the  oppressed  and  struggling  nations, 
and  gave  to  humanity  a new  hope  of  redemption  and  progress. 
As  the  dome  which  crowns  our  nation’s  Capitol,  the  work  of 
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years,  but  now  finished,  waited,  ere  its  completion  as  a perfect 
work,  only  to  be  surmounted  by  the  Goddess  of  Liberty,  in 
sculptured  marble,  so  has  our  beloved  country,  working  oat  for 
years,  through  its  own  internal  dissensions,  its  own  purification, 
waited  only,  as  the  last  crowning  act  of  its  greatness,  the  passage 
of  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution,  freeing  itself  from  the 
hereditary  taint  of  Slavery,  and  now  stands  forth  more  gor- 
geous than  ever  ; redeemed,  regenerated,  disenthralled  ; the 
envy  of  despotic  powers  and  the  admiration  of  the  world  ! 

Then  let  us  continue  faithfully  to  discharge  all  the  duties 
imposed  upon  us  in  all  the  trying  scenes  through  which  we 
are  now  passing ; trusting  confidently  in  Him  who  hath  said, 
“As  thy  day  is,  so  shall  thy  strength  be.”

Making  87  persons  of  Newton  who  entered  their  intentions,  and  who  were 
probably  all  married;  37  persons  less  than  during  the  year  1863.  The 
intentions  of  marriage,  as  recorded,  show  the  true  number  of  Newton  people 
who  are  married  ; the  law  requiring  a Certificate  from  the  City  or  Town 
Clerk  where  each  party  resides. 

Two  causes  have  operated  to  lessen  the  numbers  married  the  past  year: 
one  is,  the  large  numbers  of  our  young  men  who  have  been  leaving  domes- 
tic life,  and  joining  the  American  army  since  the  Rebellion  commenced  ; the 
other  is,  the  large  amount  of  funds  necessary  to  start  with,  considering  the 
present  prices ; and  especially  when  young  people,  instead  of  beginning  as 
their  parents  did,  begin  where  they  now  are,  or  where  they  left  oft'. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  whole  number  of  Marriages  recorded  in  Newton  for  1884  was  44  ;

By  the  above  return  of  Deaths, — allowing  the  population  of  Newton  to 
be  9,200,  — the  proportion  of  Deaths  to  the  population  has  been  1 in  about 
68.  There  has  been  no  very  prevalent  disease  among  us  the  past  year ; the 
deaths  have  been  less,  while  the  population  has  probably  increased  some. 

Consumption  still  leads  as  a disease  among  us,  and  its  proportion,  com- 
pared with  other  diseases,  has  been  larger  than  for  the  four  preceding 
years.  In  1858  and  1859,  Consumption  carried  off  one-fourth  of  all  who 
died  in  Newton;  in  1860,  about  one-sixth;  in  1861,  about  one-seventh ; 
in  1862,  one  in  seven  and  three- fourths ; in  1863,  one  in  about  six  and 
a half;  and  in  1864,  one  in  about  five  and  a half.  That  there  has  been 
something  done,  as  a preventive,  within  the  last  few  years,  especially  in 
dressing  the  feet  of  our  females,  to  protect  them  from  the  cold,  damp  earth, 
in  the  winter  and  spring,  we  cannot  doubt ; but  the  subject  demands  our 
serious  inquiry,  to  ascertain  whether  other  preventives  may  not  be  applied, 
remembering  that  in  this  disease,  especially,  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth 
a pound  of  cure.

It  thus  appears  that,  for  the  last  17  years,  the  average  mortality  per  year 
has  been  about  1 death  to  88  persons  in  our  Town.  The  average  mortality 
of  our  State  has,  for  many  years,  been  not  far  from  1 in  54 ; and,  in  Suffolk 
County,  1 in  from  36  to  40  ; showing  that  Newton  must  be  one  of  the  most 
healthy  localities  in  our  State.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


FOR  THE 

GOVERNMENT  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


1$£.  No  final  vote  shall  be  reconsidered,  unless  the  person 
moving  the  same  shall  have  made  a declaration  of  his  inten- 
tion to  do  so  at  the  time  of  its  adoption,  and  shall  have  been 
one  of  the  majority,  acting  thereon  ; and  no  article  in  any 
warrant  shall  be  again  taken  into  consideration,  after  it  has 
been  disposed  of,  unless  ordered  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  voters  present. 

2d.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  any 
question,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  meeting,  except 
for  the  correction  of  an  error,  or  to  make  an  explanation  ; 
and  not  until  others,  who  have  not  spoken  upon  the  question, 
shall  speak,  if  they  desire  it. 

3d.  All  motions  submitted  for  consideration  of  the  Town, 
shall  be  in  writing,  if  so  required  by  the  presiding  officer,  or 
by  the  meeting. 

4 th.  Every  person  speaking  shall  address  the  chair,  stand- 
ing and  uncovered. 

Dth.  No  vote  fixing  the  period  for  closing  a ballot  shall  be 
reconsidered  after  such  ballot  shall  have  commenced  ; but  it 
may  be  in  order  to  extend  the  period  without  such  recon- 
sideration. 

6th.  Committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  meeting,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  voters  present ; and  in  nominations  at  large, 
no  person  shall  nominate  more  than  one  member  of  such 
committee. 

7th.  All  motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the 
table,  to  take  any  article  from  its  regular  order,  or  to  change 
the  order  of  business,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8 th.  The  duties  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  determined 
by  the  code  of  Rules  governing  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  this  Commonwealth,  so  far  as 
they  are  adapted  to  the  condition  and  powers  of  the  Tovn. 


BY-LAWS. 


APPROVED  BY  THE  COURT,  DEC.  29,  1857. 


COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

Art.  1.  The  assessment  of  all  taxes  shall  be  completed 
and  a list  of  the  same  delivered  to  the  Collector  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year. 

Art.  2.  The  appointed  time  for  collecting  poll  taxes  of 
persons  having  no  other  tax,  shall  be  from  the  20th  to  the 
31st  of  July,  and  all  other  taxes  from  the  10th  to  the  20th 
of  November  of  each  year. 

Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector,  during  each 
of  said  periods,  to  appoint  at  least  eight  different  times  and 
places  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  when  and  where  he  will 
meet  the  inhabitants  and  receive  their  taxes  ; and  he  shall, 
immediately  after  receiving  the  tax-list  from  the  assessors, 
make  out  the  tax-bills,  and  send  the  same  to  each  of  said 
inhabitants  and  each  non-resident,  as  he  can  find,  with  a 
notice  thereon  of  said  times  and  places,  and  the  penalties  of 
non-payment  of  said  taxes  ; and  the  town  shall  furnish  printed 
blanks  for  the  use  of  said  Collector. 

Art.  4.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  said 
payment  of  taxes,  the  Collector  shall  issue  a summons  to  all 
delinquents,  and  if  any  taxes  remain  unpaid  more  than  ten 
days  after  the  service  of  said  summons,  the  Collector  shall 
immediately  proceed  to  collect  the  same  with  legal  fees 
therefor. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  Town  meeting  on  the  report 
of  any  Committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
specially  notified  in  the  warrant  for  calling  said  meeting. 

PASTURING  OF  CATTLE  OR  OTHER  ANIMALS  IN  STREETS  AND 

WAYS. 

No  person  shall  pasture  cattle  or  other  animals  in  or  upon 
any  of  the  streets  or  ways  in  the  Town  of  Newton,  either  with 
or  without  a keeper,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  offence  ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Select- 
men to  prosecute  every  violation  of  this  By-Law  ; and  all  fines 
or  penalties  collected  for  such  offences,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Town. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  NEWTON, 

CONCERNING 

(SMdmi  anil  from  jidurdL 

ADOPTED  MARCH  2,  1863. 

Sec.  1.  The  Town  of  Newton  hereby  adopts  the  provis- 
ions of  the  forty-second  Chapter  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
this  Commonwealth,  so  far  as  applicable  to  Truant  Children 
and  Absentees  from  school ; and  all  the  provisions  of  the  two 
hundred  and  seventh  Chapter  of  the  Acts  of  1862,  and  the 
several  Acts  in  addition  thereto,  or  in  amendment  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  convicted  of  any  offense  described  in 
said  Acts,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  by  confinement  in  any  institution 
of  instruction,  house  of  reformation,  or  suitable  situation, 
which  shall  be  provided  for  the  purpose,  for  a term  not 
exceeding  one  year. 

Sec . 3.  The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  shall  provide  a suit- 
able lockup,  or  institution  of  instruction,  or  house  of  refor- 
mation, or  some  other  suitable  place  in  the  Poor-house 
belonging  to  the  Town,  or  some  other  place  in  the  Town 
aforesaid,  or  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  which  shall  be 
assigned  and  used  for  the  confinement  of  persons  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  confinement  under  said  Acts. 

Sec.  4.  Three  Truant  Officers  shall  be  annually  chosen  in 
the  Town  of  Newton,  at  its  Annual  Meeting  in  March,  to 
serve  one  year,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  complaints  of 
all  persons  who  have  violated  any  provisions  of  the  Acts 
aforesaid,  or  either  of  them. 

Sec.  5.  The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  shall  fix  the  amount 
of  compensation  of  said  Truant  Officers,  for  their  services,  as 
they  shall  think  just,  and  the  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Treasury  of  the  Town. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Committee,  and 
of  the  Teachers  of  the  Public  Schools  in  said  Town,  to  report 
the  name  of  every  person  or  persons  violating  any  or  either 
of  said  Acts,  to  the  Truant  Officers  of  the  Town,  that  they 
may  be  complained  of  therefor.
